The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  Other 
ates  assembled  for  its  thirtieth  Convention  (being  the  fifteenth 
Relegate  Synod)  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  on  June  20th.  The  opening 
ifvjce  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  the  Rev.  H.  Sprengeler,  Pastor, 
Br.10  a.  m.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Vice-President 
|“Hilgendorf  from  Ps.  126,  3:  “The  Lord  hath  done  great  things 
|or  us,  whereof  we  are  glad.”  Very  impressive  was  this  whole  service 
|ith  its  appealing  sermon,  the  powerful  choral  song  of  the  vast  as- 
jjmblage,  including  Luther’s  “Ein’  Feste  Burg,”  and  the  fine  work 
8f  the  choirs. 

At  2  p.  m.,  the  business  sessions  were  opened  with  Scripture 
ad  prayer.  First  of  all,  the  venerable  President,  the  Rev.  F.  Pfoten- 
hauer,  read  his  presidential  address,  which  we  have  translated  and 
herewith  give  in  full :  —

honorable  and  beloved  fathers  and  brethren  in  the  Lord. 

|  Our  Synod  meets  this  year  under  very  extraordinary  conditions. 

the  world  a  terrible  war  is  raging,  in  which  nearly  all  the  nations 
fif-.the  earth  are  engaged,  so  that  streams  of  blood  are  flowing  daily, 
aid  thousands,  yea,  millions,  of  human  beings  are  being  cut  down 
fcthe  sword,  or  by  famine  and  pestilence.  And  in  the  Church 
reparations  are  being  made  for  a  grand  Jubilee,  to  wit,  the  Four- 
Saundredth  Anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  of  the 
(lurch  by  Dr.  Martin  Luther.  Both  the  World  War  and  the  Church 
jubilee  affect  us  deeply,  since  we  are  both  citizens  of  our  land  and 
members  of  the  Church. 

fe.  With’  respect  to  the  war,  we  Christians  must  use  all  diligence 
shave  our  judgments  fashioned  by  the  Word  of  God,  which  gives 
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us  sufficient  instruction  in  this  regard.  Then  we  shall  remain  solw 
minded,  humble  ourselves  before  God,  and  repent;  then  We  shit] 
also  possess  our  souls  in  patience,  and  calmly  commit  the  issii 
the  battle  to  Him  who  ordereth  all  things  according  to  His  wiU>|8j| 
who  hath  determined  for  all  nations  of  men  dwelling  on  earth 
times  and  the  bounds  of  their  habitations.  That  the  present  Wic 
should  above  all  remind  us  of  the  nearness  of  the  Day  of  Judgi 
Christ  clearly  shows  when  in  response  to  the  question  of  His  diil 
ciples:  “What  shall  be  the  sign  of  Thy  coming  and  of  the  end  o: 
the  world?”  He  declared:  “Ye  shall  hear  of' wars  ...  in 
places,  men’s  hearts  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking  afteS^ 
those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth.” 

Although  we  are  living  in  such  troublous  times,  and  all  hap9 
penings  are  pointing  to  the  end  of  the  world,  yet  We  Christians  min 
not  become  slothful  nor  discouraged,  but  we  must  lift  up  our  h6i<lg 
and  be  active.  True,  my  brethren,  nearly  the  whole  territory*;;] 
which  our  Synod  is  at  work  has  been  drawn  into  the  area  of  W& 

In  North  America,  Cuba,  Australia,  India,  and  Europe  we  ha1 
war  and  rumors  of  war.  Lest  we  think  that  it  would  be  useless:'™ 
us  at  this  convention  to  plan  for  the  extension  of  Christ’s  kingdcaffi 
the  Lord  tells  us  that  even  during  war  and  rumors  of  war,  dtuim| 
famine  and  pestilence,  the  Gospel  is  to  have  free  course  and'.foffli 
be  preached.  “This  Gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  preached  in  &|J 
the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations;  and  then  shall  the  «mT 
come.”  The  signs  of  the  times  should  urge  us  to  labor  incessantlyl 
and  with  all  our  powers,  even  as  a  farmer  busily  garners  ( in  th$| 
sheaves  when  he  beholds  the  lowering  clouds  and  the  streaks  of 
lightning,  and  hears  the  distant  rumble  of  thunder.  And  in  this: 
work  our  members  may  not  become  lame  for  fear  and  expectation! 


of  things  to  come.  We  are  Christians,  and  we  know  what  is  coming^ 
The  long-expected  Last  Day  is  coming.  Our  Savior  is  ,  coming  in;j 


heavenly  glory  to  make  an  end  of  all  earthly  misery,  and  to 
us  into  His  eternal  and  blessed  kingdom.  And  so  the  Lord 
to  us:  “When  these  things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then  look  up  aniS 
lift  up  your  heads;  for  your  redemption  draweth  nigh.”  'v$|| 
Accordingly,  since  we  Christians  may  not  grow  weary  in  oiirl 
Church-work  under  the  stress  of  war,  it  is  also  fitting  that  we,  !a|| 
members  of  the  Church,  celebrate  the  Jubilee  of  the  Reformatioifi 
even  while  our  country  is  experiencing  the  misery  and  terroraf^H 
war.  For  what  is  the  significance  of  the  Reformation  by  Dr.  MartiM 
Luther?  True,  a  whole  stream  of  material  blessing  has  gone  forth! 
from  the  Reformation  into  all  the  world,  and  is  still  flowing  <rji| t 
the  nations  of  the  earth.  But,  after  all,  the  real  and  chief  benefit|| 
of  the  Reformation  are  spiritual  and  heavenly.  Luther  is  the  prophet! 
of  the  latter  days,  who  once  more  cleansed  the  fountain  of  Israfeljj 
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§Ske  the  tyranny  of  the  Pope,  and  preached  and  reestablished  these 
to; great  truths:  that  only  God’s  Word  may  establish  articles  of 
Hth,  and  no  one  else;  and  that  we  are  justified  before  God  and 
»  saved  apart  from  the  deeds  of  the  Law,  alone  by  faith  in  Jesus 
|irist.  Luther  writes:  “From  this  article  we  may  yield  nothing, 
^  f all  what  will,  even  heaven  and  earth.  For  ‘there  is  none  other 
time  given  among  men  whereby  we  must  be  saved,’  as  St.  Paul  says. 
Lets  4,  12;  and,  ‘By  His  stripes  we  are  healed,’  Is.  53,  5.  On  this 
Article  rests  all  that  we  teach  and  practise  against  the  Pope,  the 
.evil,  and  the  world.  Hence  we  must  be  very  sure  on  this  point  and 
iave  no  doubts,  else  all  is  lost,  and  Pope  and  devil,  and  whatever 
pposes  us,  will  carry  off  the  victory.” 

E  Now  our  Synod,  by  the  unmerited  grace  of  God,  is  in  full  pos¬ 
ition  of  the  treasures  of  the  Reformation.  Therefore  it  is  meet 
bd  right  that  we  in  this  Jubilee  year  bring  a  special  thank-offering 
p;  God  with  hearts  and  hands  and  voices,  and  that  we  also  have 
Inbilee  services  in  connection  with  this  Convention.  Of  course,  our 
llebrations  must  be  conducted  in  a  proper  manner.  On  the  one 
land,  we  may  not  in  pride  lift  ourselves  above  others  who  have  not 
i&in  so  highly  favored  as  we.  On  the  other  hand,  we  must  not  aim 
I'tmaking  a  show  of  big  numbers  and  at  gaining  more  recognition 
n  the  world,  and  to  that  end  make  common  cause  with  those  who 
tie  not  inwardly  united  with  us.  We  recall  how  it  was  the  three- 
mndredth  anniversary  of  the  Reformation,  in  1817,  which  gave 
iccasion  for  undermining  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  German  coun¬ 
ties,  when  Frederick  William  III,  King  of  Prussia,  brought  about 
i  union  of  the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  Churches.  '  Also  in  our 
find  voices  are  heard  saying  that  on  the  occasion  of  this  Jubilee 
here  should  be  union;  at  any  rate  all  synods  having  the  name 
jUtheran  should  cooperate  fraternally,  irrespective  of  existing  dif¬ 
ferences.  God  grant  that  our  whole  Synod  and  our  individual  con¬ 
gregations  steadfastly  resist  all  such  temptations,  in  order  that  our 
ielebration  may  be  a  clear  and  ringing  confession  of  the  full  and 
Infallible  truth  of  the  divine  Word,  and  that  we  be  encouraged  anew 
^■retain  undiminished  the  heritage  of  the  fathers,  to  defend  it 
|$tin8t  all  attacks,  and  to  deliver  it  intact  to  our  children.  If  this 
&  to  be  done,  then  our  church-papers  and  other  publications  must 
wermore  sound  forth  the  clear  note,  that  men  may  know  what  we 
relieve  and  teach.  Then  our  professors  in  our  educational  institu- 
|ons  must  let  the  Scriptures  be  the  only  sun  to  illuminate  their 
instructions.  Then  our  pastors  and  teachers  must  quietly  and  faith- 
piy  put  forth  all  diligence  to  train  up  in  church  and  school  a  people 
fcjh  in  knowledge,  established  in  the  Scriptures,  and  rejoicing  in  the 
Savior.  Then  the  parents  must  see  that  their  homes  are  ruled  in 
ijfety,  and  that  their  children  shall  become  rooted  and  grounded  in 
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God’s  Word  and  Luther’s  doctrine.  Alas,  it  cannot  be  denied  {hat] 
in  some  respects  we  are  not  as  our  fathers  were,  that  there  has  betel 
a  let-up  in  confessional  definiteness  and  earnestness,  in  the  love  tarn 
God’s  Word,  in  indoctrination,  in  the  thorough  instruction  of  thej 
youth  in  the  Catechism,  and  in  the  life  of  godliness.  Oh,  that  we! 
as  a  synod  might  remain  faithful  and  hold  fast  that  which  we  have! 
Against  us  are  the  devil,  the  world,  and  our  own  evil  flesh,  as  also 
the  history  of  the  Church,  which  shows  that  the  Gospel  did  not 
continue  in  any  one  place  for  more  than  a  few  generations.  For  its 
are  the  mercy  and  grace  of  God,  through  which  He,  without  our 
merit  or  worthiness,  desires  to  retain  among  us  the  treasures  of  the* 
Reformation.  During  this  Jubilee  year,  and  particularly  during^ 
the  present  convention,  our  prayer  of  faith  shall  be:  “Let  Thy  dear"' 
Word,  the  bright  and  unchanging  light  that  now  shineth  upon  us,  1 
not  be  darkened  or  extinguished;  but  help  us  by  Thy  mighty  out-- 
stretched  arm,  and  keep  Thy  church  and  congregation  amid  so  many? 
adversities,  that  Thou  mayest  have  also  among  us  a  people  that  shalll 
know,  honor,  and  worship  Thee,  and  serve  Thy  holy  name.  Wej 
pray  Thee,  hear  our  prayer,  Lord,  and  give  ear  to  our  cry,  and  BillP 
not  silent  over  our  tears;  for  we  are  both  Thy  children  and  so-f 
journers  in  Christ  Jesus,  our  Lord.  Amen.”

President’s  Report.  a 

The  President’s  address  was  followed  by  his  report  for  the  pastil 
three  years.  As  this  report  furnishes  a  survey  of  the  whole  work-’U 
of  the  Synod  and  gives  an  insight  into  the  manifold  duties  of  the| 
President,  we  reproduce  it  in  full.  ' 

State  of  Our  Synod. 

Three  years  ago  our  Synod  numbered  2,500  pastors  and  profes¬ 
sors,  4,100  congregations  and  preaching-stations,  950,000  souls,  1 
575,000  communicant  members,  2,260  parish  schools,  1,100  teachers,® 
1,200  pastors  teaching  school,  96,000  pupils.  The  present  numbers  ® 
are:  2,740  pastors  and  professors,  4,170  congregations  and  preaching-! 
stations,  972,000  souls,  599,000  communicant  members,  2,310  parish  ! 
schools,  served  by  1,120  teachers  and  1,230  pastors,  and  attended  by 
96,700  pupils.  The  present  Sunday-school  enrolment  of  85,900  shows? 
an  increase  of  10,800. 

In  the  previous  triennium  (1911 — 1914)  the  reported  contribu¬ 
tions  by  congregations  for  outside  purposes  (synodical  treasuries,: 
missions,  benevolences)  amounted  to  $2,385,000.  During  the  past 
three  years  the  sum  of  $2,590,000  was  reported. 
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While  all  the  above  figures  give  cause  for  joy,  let  us  not  forget 
that  the  Lord’s  statistics  are  different  from  ours.  Scripture  says : 
“0  Lord,  are  not  Thine  eyes  upon  the  truth?”  and:  “The  Lord 
knoweth  them  that  are  His.” 

Our  District  Synods. 

In  the  past  triennium  43  District  synods  were  held,  41  in  North 
America  and  2  in  South  America.  One  session  of  the  Brazilian 
District  and  all  synods  in  North  America  were  attended  by  either 
the.  General  President  or  .  one  of  the  General  Vice-Presidents.  At 
all  synods  much  time  was  given  to  doctrinal  essays,  in  part  such  as 
were  preparatory  for  the  celebration  of  the  Reformation;  and  all 
business  was  disposed  of  in  a  brotherly  spirit.  The  District  Presi¬ 
dents  made  provision  for  ample  discussion  of  the  matters  of  the 
General  Body.  To  the  glory  of  God  it  may  be  said  that  no 
separatistic  spirit  manifested  itself  in  any  of  the  many  Districts, 
but  that  by  the  grace  of  God  we  still  are  “perfectly  joined  together 
in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment.” 

Our  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

The  usual  visits  were  made  to  our  educational  institutions. 
These  visits  reveal  how  our  gracious  God  has  enriched  and  still 
loves  our  Synod.  We  have  about  90  professors.  Not  only  are  they 
capable  and  efficient,  but,  what  is  more,  they  all  are  planted  squarely 
on  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Lutheran  Confessions,  and  in  their 
instruction  keep  in  view  the  aim  to  train  servants  of  the  Church. 
And  our  2,000  students  are  not  only  a  fine  lot  of  young  men,  con¬ 
sidered  physically  and  mentally,  but  they  also  yield  to  the  discipline 
of  God’s  Word.  And  since  everything  human  is  imperfect,  it  goes 
without  saying  that  our  institutions  also  have  their  shortcomings 
and  faults,  and  are  in  need  of  corrections  and  improvements.  May 
the  Lord  continue  to  bless  our  colleges  and  seminaries  for  the 
training  of  faithful  workers'  for  His  vineyard ! 

Our  Missions. 

Our  missions  in  North  America,  particularly  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  continue  to  prosper.  In  South  America  a  gracious  God  has 
truly  granted  us  an  open  door.  When  that  missionary  work  is  up 
for  discussion,  I  shall  give  an  oral  report  on  my  recent  tour  of 
inspection  in  South  America.  Connections  with  our  brethren  of 
the  faith  in  Europe  and  Australia  have  been  interrupted  by  the 
war  and  have  now  practically  ceased.  Similarly  our  Foreign  Mis-

;  sion  in  India  has  suffered  considerably.  Our  missionary  work  now 
.  extends  over  1,733  stations,  served  by  657  pastors  and  a  large  number 
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of  missionary  helpers.  For  this  work  our  congregations  must  raise 
$375,000.  This  year  137  calls  for  pastors  and  71  calls  for  parish  <|1 
teachers  were  submitted  to  Synod’s  B6ard  of  Distribution,  whereas  'fH 
only  110  ministerial  and  48  teacher  candidates  were  available. 


Our  Finances.  1 

The  report  of  our  Treasurer  shows  that  he  skilfully  handled 
a  very  large  amount  of  money,  which  came  together  from  all  parts 
of  Synod.  Nevertheless,  our  principal  treasuries  need  better  support. 
Our  Synodical  Treasury  still  has  a  debt  of  $23,000.  Of  the  $210,000 
appropriated  by  the  last  Delegate  Synod  for  the  General  Building;! 
Fund,  $45,000  are  still  lacking;  and  for  the  support  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  in  the  poorer  Districts  only  $95,869.72  could  be  granted  in' 
place  of  the  promised  $150,000.  Regular  and  generous  contribu¬ 
tions  toward  the  work  in  the  kingdom  of  God  is  one  of  the_  fruits 
which  the  Lord  looks  for  on  the  tree  of  our  Synod. 


Fraternal  Relations. 

Our  relations  to  the  brethren  in  the  Synodical  Conference  have 
remained  unchanged.  In  territory  where  there  are  congregations 
of  different  Synods  the  relationship  is,  on  the  whole,  becoming  more 
and  more  cordial.  The  members  of  these  congregations  realize  that 
they  are  of  one  faith,  and  they  show  this  in  their  conduct.  Inter- 
synodical  unpleasantries  have  been  very  rare  in  recent  years. 

The  status  in  the  Norwegian  Synod  has  become  more  and  more 
grave.  The  Synodical  Conference  has  taken  this  matter  in  hand. 
In  the  course  of  our  sessions  a  report  will  be  submitted  on  the  recent 
convention  of  the  Norwegian  Synod. 
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Various  Matters. 

1.  Instructions  given  me  by  the  last  Delegate  Synod  have  been 
carried  out.  Thus  I  appointed  a  General  School  Board,  also  a  Board 
for  drafting  a  new  Synodical  Constitution.  _  Both  have  submitted 
printed  reports.  Other  committees  created  soy  Synod  for  specific 
purposes  have  all  fulfilled  the  duties  assigned  them. 

2.  With  the  consent  of  our  congregations,  secured  hy  a  referen¬ 
dum,  our  College  at  St.  Paul  made  a  very  advantageous  exchange 
of  a  parcel  of  ground. 


The  General  Presidency. 

During  the  past  three  years  I  not  only  made  the  prescribed 
visits  to  the  District  Synods  and  our  educational  institutions,  but 
I  also  attended  meetings  of  various  boards  and  committees,  besides 
conducting  an  extended  correspondence.  My  Colleagues  in  the  Presi¬ 
dency  have  stood  faithfully  by  me  and  did  much  work,  especially 
during  my  visit  to  South  America  and  my  vacation  last  winter. 
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Synod  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Vice-President 
H.  Speekhard,  December  28,  1916.  He  died  at  the  age  of  57,  after 
a  brief  illness,  in  the  joyous  faith  in  his  Savior.  Out  of  the  midst 
'of  his  labors  he  was  taken  to  the  rest  that  remaineth  to  the  people 
of  God.  The  departed  brother  had  received  splendid  gifts  from  God, 
which  he  willingly  placed  at  the  service  of  Synod ;  and  thus  his 
death  has  left  a  large  place  to  be  filled. 

Now  may  the  Lord  abide  with  us  with  His  gifts  and  Spirit,  and 
keep  us  pure  in  doctrine  and  sound  in  practise  I  Amen.

The  Board 
was  authorized  to  make  the  purchase  with  the  expectation  that  nfuch 
of  the  money  will  be  contributed  by  friends  in  St.  Louis. 

CONCORDIA  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  SPRINGFIELD,  ILL. 

Attendance  during  the  past  three  years:  1914 — 1915:  Students 
enrolled,  206  (of  these  32  are  special  students,  preparing  for  foreign- 
tongue  service  in  this  country  or  for  sister  synods) ;  out  as  vicars, 
36;  entered  ministry,  26.  — 1915 — 1916:  Students  enrolled,  196 
.  (33  special)  ;  vicars,  47 ;  entered  ministry,  19.  —  1916 — 1917 :  En¬ 
rolled,  202  (35  special) ;  out  as  vicars,  44  for  the  whole  year,  22  part 
, 'of' the' time;  entered  ministry,  25. 

A  legacy  of  $2,000.00  was  received  for  needy  students. 

The  Commons  ^or  Service  Building)  for  which  the  synods  of 
,1911  and  1914  had  appropriated  $15,000,  could  not  be  erected  for 
lack  of  funds  and  rise  in  cost  of  building  material  and  labor. 
A  building  is  now  being  erected  at  a  cost  of  $23,000,  to  include 
kitchen  and  dining-rooms,  and  a  small  hospital  with  separate  entrance. 
Class-rooms  could  not  be  provided  for.  The  Central  Illinois  and 
South  Illinois  Districts  have  generously  raised  $21,000  of  above  sum, 
and  Synod  voted  the  remaining  $2,000,  with  hearty  thanks  to  these 
■  two  Districts. 

i  Synod  appropriated  $700  for  fencing  in  the  campus  and  $600 
;  for  cement  walks. 

The  matter  of  regulating  the  salary  and  rent  of  Prof.  E.  Wege- 
haupt,  special  instructor,  was  left  with  the  Springfield  Board  in 
conjunction  with  the  General  Board. 

CONCORDIA  COLLEGE  AT  FORT  WAYNE,  IND. 

This  school  suffered  two  severe  losses:  the  one  in  the  death  of 
[Rector  George  Schick,  Ph.  D.,  who  fell  asleep  in  the  Lord,  January  3, 
71915,  after  serving  our  Concordia  as  teacher  of  classics  for  nearly 
fifty-nine  years;  the  other  in  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Aug.  Crull, 
Con  account  of  age  and  illness. 

Prof.  Louis  Dorn  has  been  transferred  to  the  chair  of  German; 
and  Prof.  George  V.  Schick,  Ph.  D.,  has  been  added  to  the  Faculty. 

Action. 

Synod  granted  the  request  of  the  Board  to  retain  beyond  the 
.regulated  time  the  services  of  Assistant  Prof.  E.  Schnedler,  the 
salary  to  be  determined  by  the  local  Board  and  the  General  Board 
.of  Supervision. 
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Synod  gave  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  loyal  Lutherans  of  JJ 
Fort  Wayne  for  the  generous  gifts  that  resulted  in  the  building  of  j 
an  $18,000  gymnasium  without  expenses  to  Synod’s  treasury. 


CONCORDIA  COLLEGE  AT  MILWAUKEE,  WIS. 

Enrolment:  1914 — 1915,  202  students;  1915 — 1916,  201;  1916  to 
1917,181. 

Of  the  $9,000  appropriated  three  years  ago,  the  Board  used  only 
about  one-half,  arranging  toilets  at  a  cost  of  $4,500,  plus  interest  of 
$214.63,  and  deferring  the  building  of  a  hospital  and  the  leveling  of 
the '  campus,  for  which  more  was  needed  than  >  appropriated.  -Be¬ 
cause  of  the  high  cost  of  everything  at  present,  the  Board  will  wait 
with  the  hospital;  but  leveling  of  the  campus  may  at  any  time  be 
required  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  Board  also  requested  increase  of  salaries  of  all  professors 
and  of  the  steward  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  living. 


Action. 

The  Board  was  empowered  to  have  the  campus  leveled  after  § 
consulting  the  General  Board  as  to  the  cost.  ;? 

It  was  left  to  the  local  Board  to  determine  the  salary  of  the 
steward,  who  also  serves  as  baker.  .  j 

With  reference  to  salaries  of  professors.  Synod  adopted  a  reso-|p 
lution  applying  to  all  institutions,  which  see  p.  28  f .  under  “General  ! 
Resolutions.” 


CONCORDIA  COLLEGE  AT  ST.  PAUL,  MINN. 

The  Board  of  Supervision  reported  that  the  ten-  acres  of  land 
lying  across  from  the  College  buildings  had  been  advantageously 
exchanged  for  fifteen  acres  contiguous  to  the  College  property.  Synod 
ratified  this  exchange. 

The  Synod  of  1914  had  appropriated  $30,000  toward  a  new 
lecture-hall,  with  additional  $30,000  promised  by  the  Minnesota 
District.  The  Board  declared  that  with  the  rise  in  materials  and 
labor  no  appropriate  building  could  have  been  erected  for  $60,000. 
Accordingly,  the  Minnesota  District  Synod  of  1915  resolved  to  raise 
$70,000  with  the  help  of  other  Northwestern  Districts.  The  Minne¬ 
sota  District  secured  subscriptions  for  $33,433,  with  $24,000  paid  in; 
and  the  Iowa  District  has  $32,042  subscribed,  with  $24,000  paid  in. 
With -the  consent  of  the  General  Board  of  Supervision  plans  have  been] 
prepared  and  estimates  secured  for  a  building  to  cost  approximately J 
$100,000. 

Appropriations. 

Synod  tendered  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Northwestern' 
Districts  for  their  generous  support  of  the  St.  Paul  College,  ana1 
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Synod  reappropriated  its  share  of  $30,000  toward  the  above  building ; 
it  also  appropriated  $5,000  for  remodeling  old  lecture-halls  into  dor¬ 
mitories,  $1,700  for  installing  electric  lighting,  and  $600  for  cement 
walks. 

ST.  PAUL’S  COLLEGE  AT  CONCORDIA,  MO. 

The  Board  of  this  institution  reported  a  gratifying  increase  in 
students,  but  a  very  troublesome  lack  of  room  for  properly  housing 
them.  Some  of  the  students  are  occupying  quarters  intended  for 
a  hospital,  and  others  are  in  rooms  belonging  to  the  steward’s  resi¬ 
dence.  The  pastoral  conference  of  Northwest  Missouri  and  the 
Western  District  heartily,  support  the  request  for  a  new  dormitory 
for  200  students  to  cost  $60,000,  of  which  sum  the  Western  District 
guarantees  to  raise  $30,000. 

Action. 

The  above  request  was  granted,  and  Synod  appropriated  its  share 
of  $30,000,  but  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  more  land  must 
first  be  secured.  Synod  upon  resolution  petitions  the  brethren  in 
Concordia,  Mo.,  to  provide  the  necessary  additional  land. 

The  sum  of  $1,100  was  voted  for  necessary  improvements  and 
extensions  to  the  residence  of  Prof.  Wm.  Schaller. 

A  seventh  professorship  was  ordered  established  at  this  insti¬ 
tution. 

CONCORDIA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE  AT  BRQNXVILLE,  N.  Y. 

While  this  school  is  on  a  level  with  our  other  “Colleges,”  the 
law  of  the  State  of  New  York  does  not  permit  the  official  use  of 
the  title  “College”  because  our  school  does  not  meet  all  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Unfortunately  there  has  been  a  loss  in  enrolment  the  past  three 
years;  but  special  efforts  are  now  being  put  forth  to  secure  an  in¬ 
crease  in  students. 

Prof.  L.  Schmidtke  left  the  school  to  return  to  the  pulpit;  and 
Prof.  George  Romoser  was  added  to  the  faculty.  There  being  six 
grades  with  only  six  men  in  the  faculty,  the  Director  included, 
Pastor  J.  N.  H.  Jahn  was  secured  as  assistant  professor,  the  Lutheran 
Education  Society  of  New  York  kindly  paying  half  of  his  salary. 
.  The  Board  requests  a  regularly  appointed  seventh  professor. 

Our  nearest  church  being  about  two  miles  from  the  Institute, 
the  Mission  Board  of  the  Atlantic  District  called  Pastor  F.  P.  Wilhelm 
to  do  missionary  work  in  Bronxville  and  to  establish  a  congregation 
there,  especially  to  minister  to  the  College.  A  congregation  has 
been  organized,  and  services  are  conducted  in  the  College  chapel. 
’  With  gratitude  to  God  the  Board  reports  that  our  fine  Bronx- 
:  ville  property  is  now  free  of  debt.  The  following  exhibit  of  expenses 
&  and  receipts  since  the  removal  of  the  institution  from  Hawthorne 
to  Bronxville  is  submitted :  —

Toward  the  above  we  received  $41,929.91  from  the  sale  of  the 
Hawthorne  property;  from  the  Synod  $40,000  for  a  college  building, 
$500  for  cement  walks,  and  $2,800  for  finishing  the  third  floor  of 
the  Administration  Building.  From  the  Eastern  District  we  re¬ 
ceived  $5,013.87;  and  all  the  remainder,  $129,184.07,  came  from 
congregations,  individuals,  and  societies  (much  of  it  through  the 
Lutheran  Education  Society)  in  the  Atlantic  District. 

The  1911  Delegate  Synod  authorized  us  to  erect  six  residences 
for  professors,  if  we  could  advance  the  money  on  satisfactory  loans, 
provided  the  residences  would  not  exceed  $6,000  apiece.  But  we 
had  to  expend  $41,037.75  on  the  six  residences.  The  excess  of 
$5,037.75  will  be  covered  by  the  Board  through  private  subscriptions. 
Synod  has  paid  us  to  date  $24,000  of  its  share,  owing  us  at  present 
$12,000. 

The  sewer  connecting  the  professors’  residences  with  the  town 
sewer  cost  us  $1,270.08,  which  cost  Synod  should  assume.  As  our 
water-bills  are  very  high,  we  believe  Synod  would  save  money  if  wo 
were  to  establish  our  own  water-supply. 

Action. 

Synod  ordered  a  seventh  regular  professorship  established  at 
this  school. 

The  expenditure  of  $1,270.08  for  a  sewer  was  ratified,  and  the 
cost  ordered  paid  out  of  Synod’s  funds. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  water-plant  for  the  institution 
was  referred  back  to  the  local  Board,  with  power  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  General  Board. 

The  Lutheran  Education  Society  of  New  York  was  given  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  its  splendid  support  of  this  school,  and 
was  encouraged  to  continue  its  good  work.

ST.  JOHN’S  COLLEGE  AT  WINFIELD,  KANS. 

The  Board  of  Supervision  reported  in  substance :  — 

The  Lord  has  been  with  us  and  blessed  us  and  blessed  our  work 
in  every  respect.  ■  The  number  of  students  preparing  for  the  ministry 
has  increased.  The  new  dormitory  granted  us  by  the  last  Synod 
has  been  erected,  and  the  old  building  has  been  remodeled  into 
a  satisfactory  lecture-hall.  Through  the  kind  help  of  our  fellow- 
Christians  we  were  also  enabled  to  build  a  gymnasium. 

While  St.  John’s  College,  like  all  our  synodical  Colleges,  aims 
primarily  to  prepare  young  men  for  the  ministry,  it,  in  addition, 
offers  an  academic  course  to  girls,  and  besides  conducts  a  Business 
Department.  This  Department,  whilst  under  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Supervision  and  the  Director,  is  conducted  without  any  ex¬ 
pense  to  Synod;  in  fact,  the  sum  of  $250  was  paid  in  the  past  three 
years  into  the  synodical  treasury  as  rent  for  the  use  of  certain 
rooms.  The  enrolment  at  present  is:  Pupils  in  the  College  course, 
109  (including  9  girls) ;  pupils  in  the  Business  Department,  36  (in¬ 
cluding  16  girls).

Action. 

Acting  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  and  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee,  Synod  created  a  sixth  full  professorship  for  this 
institution,  appropriated  $5,000  for  the  residence  of  the  Director, 
and  increased  the  rent-allowance  from  $16.66  to  $25.00  per  month 
'for  each  of  the  fou,r  professors.  Synod  declined  to  begin  at  the 
present  time  with  fhe  building  of  professors’  residences. 

CONCOBDIA  COLLEGE  AT  CONOVEB,  N.  C. 

The  Board  reported  a  present  enrolment  of  52,  with  12  young 
men  preparing  for  the  ministry  (these  coming  from  the  States  of 
North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  New  Jersey). 
Necessary  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  in  all  build¬ 
ings,  so  that  they  are  now  in  good  condition.  The  campus  was  im¬ 
proved  and  a  new  well  drilled.  Through  the  kindness  of  a  local 
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friend  of  the  school  the  laboratory  was  equipped  with  physical  and 
chemical  apparatus.  The  residence  of  former  Prof.  Weiss  has  been 
purchased,  according  to  resolution  of  Synod. 

The  two  sums  of  .$2,000  and  $3,000  appropriated  by  tire  Iasi 
Synod  for  residences  of  professors  were  not  expended,  because  no 
residence  could  be  secured  at  an  acceptable  figure,  and  also  because  :  |

Synod  voted  two  new  organs,  needed  because  of  the  increase  in  f 
students,  who  must  have  regular  hours  for  practise  as  well  as  in-  I 
struction  in  organ-playing.

CONCORDIA  TEACHERS’  COLLEGE  AT  SEWARD,  NEBR.  . 

■ 

The  number  of  graduates  in  the  past  three  years  was  as  follows:  < 
1914,  14;  1915,  20;  1916,  27;  a  total  of  61  who  entered  upon  their-:' 
life-work  in  our  parish  schools.  ' 

Former  Director  Weller  accepted  the  call  into  the  eighth  pro¬ 
fessorship,  and  Prof.  F.  W.  C.  Jesse  was  elected  Director,  assuming 
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office  November,  1914.  An  assistant  professor  has  been  employed  in 
the  past  year. 

In  accordance  with  Synod’s  resolution  of  1914,  improvements 
were  made  in  the  Commons,  and  two  residences  hitherto  rented  for 
professors  were  purchased.  Unable  to  secure  a  satisfactory  resi¬ 
dence  for  Dir.  Jesse,  the  local  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the 
General  Board,  built  a  residence  at  a  cost  of  $4,789. 

Action. 

The  building  of  the  above  residence  was  approved  and  the  ex¬ 
pended  sum  appropriated  therefor. 

For  a  much  needed  hospital  the  sum  of  $5,000  was  appropriated. 

The  delegates  of  Nebraska  reported  that  $2,000  had  been  col¬ 
lected  in  the  District  for  a  large  new  organ  needed  at  the  College. 
Synod  appropriated  an  additional  $1,000  for  this  purpose. 

The  faculty  in  Seward  was  given  authority  henceforth  to  collo- 
quize  men  who  desire  to  become  ordained  teachers  in  our  schools, 
but  are  not  graduates  from  our  Teachers’  Colleges. 

CONCORDIA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE  AT  NEW  ORLEANS,  LA. 

This  institution  is  the  property  of  the  Southern  District.  The 
property  is  now  worth  about  $8,000.  But  the  District  cannot  main¬ 
tain  this  school  without  support  from  the  Synod.  The  enrolment 
has  been  rather  discouraging,  having  been  as  follows:  1914 — 15,  8; 
1915 — 16,  7 ;  1916 — 17,  6.  Nevertheless  eight  students  for  the 
ministry  have  been  sent  to  our  northern  colleges  in  the  past  tri- 
ennium,  who  most  likely  would  not  have  been  secured  without  this 
school. 

Dir.  Niermann  has  returned  to  the  ministry,  and  Prof.  O.  Reisig 
assumed  also  the  duties  of  Director.  Pastor  F.  Abel  has  served  as 
instructor.  At  present  Prof.  Reisig  is  teaching  alone.  In  place  of 
the  $1,200  annual  support  only  $840  will  be  needed. 

Action. 

Synod  appropriated  an  annual  support  of  $840,  provided  the 
brethren  of  the  Southern  District  find  it  advisable  to  continue  the 
school  in  New  Orleans. 

CONCORDIA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE  AT  PORTLAND,  OREG. 

This  institute  is  the  property  of  the  Oregon  and.  Washington 
District.  It  has  a  four  years’  course.  Two  professors  are  provided 
by  Synod. 

The  average  enrolment  the  past  three  years  was  21;  eight  stu¬ 
dents  were  forwarded  to  our  Eastern  colleges.  Whilst  this  enrolment 
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in  itself  is  small,  it  is  comparatively  large,  averaging  one  pupil  to 
every  200  communicant  members  in  the  District. 

No  appropriations  were  requested.  Synod  continues  to  salary 
the  professors. 

CONCORDIA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE  AT  OAKLAND,  CAL. 

This  school,  with  a  four  years’  course,  is  the  property  of  the 
California  and  Nevada  District.  Synod,  however,  calls  and  salaries 
the  professors. 

The  Board  of  Supervision  reported  in  substance:  — 

•  The  Synod  convened  at  Detroit  in  1905  approved  the  plan  of 
establishing  a  preparatory  college  on  the  Pacific  coast.  Hereupon 
the  congregations  of  the  California  and  Nevada  District  enthusi¬ 
astically  went  to  work,  and  already  in  1906  had  secured  a  property 
valued  at  $5,500,  and  presented  it  to  the  District  free  of  debt. 

The  Lord  continued  to  bless  the  work.  The  number  of  students 
increased  from  year  to  year.  To  advance  the  interest  of  the  school 
the  Lutheran  Education  Society  of  California  was  organized.  In 
a  short  time  this  Society  purchased  five  acres,  valued  at  $11,300, 
and  presented  it  to  the  District  free  of  debt.  In  1911  the  District 
erected  a  building  of  reinforced  concrete  on  this  plot  at  a  cost  of 
$35,000.  Thus  the  California  and  Nevada  District  has  a  college 
property  valued  at  $50,000.  The  enrolment  of  students  has  reached  40. 

Thus  encouraged,  the  District  and  its  Board  believe  it  to  be  in 
the  interest  of  Synod  to  elevate  this  school  to  the  rank  of  our  other 
colleges,  to  a  six  years’  course,  and  to  that  end  create  immediately 
a  new  professorship. 

Action. 

Synod  granted  the  school  a  third  professor.  The  Board  of  Super¬ 
vision  is  privileged  to  arrange  provisionally  a  Secunda  and  a  Prima 
for  the  next  three  years.  The  elevation  to  a  full  college  was  held  in 
abeyance,  awaiting  results. 

CONCORDIA  SEMINARY  AT  PORTO  ALEGRE,  BRAZIL, 

SOUTH  AMERICA.  I 

Information  on  this  school  is  included  in  the  report  of  the 
Board  for  Inner  Missions  in  Foreign  Countries. 

Synod  appropriated  $1,200  out  of  the  Building  Fund  for  neces¬ 
sary  repairs  of  the  Seminary  building;  also  $150  from  the  Synodical 
Treasury  for  educational  equipment. 

GENERAL  RESOLUTIONS  AFFECTING  OUR  EDUCATIONAL 

INSTITUTIONS.  « 

With  respect  to  the  proposition  of  the  Iowa  District  that  for 
the  next  triennium  no  appropriations  should  be  made  for  new  build¬ 
ings  owing  to  present  economic  Conditions  (see  Overture  No.  116, 
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p.  27,  of  Advance  Reports),  Synod  resolved  to  exercise  all  possible 
economy  in  all  appropriations. 

The  Milwaukee  Board  of  Supervision  requested  a  scaling  up  of 
the  salaries  of  all  professors  because  of  the  increase  of  approximately 
40  per  cent,  in  the  cost  of  the  necessities  of  life,  compared  with  the 
years  when  salaries  were  fixed  (Report  No.  104).  -Upon  recommen¬ 
dation  of  Committee  No.  1  Synod  declined  to  order  a  general  in¬ 
crease  of  the  salaries  of  all  professors,  but  upon  motion  encouraged 
the  Boards  of  the  several  institutions  to  look  into  the  salary  ques¬ 
tion,  and  empowered  them  to  grant  increases  according  to  the  needs 
of  each  case,  after  consultation  with  the  General  Board  of  Supervision. 

Accepting  a  proposition  coming  from  the  College  of  District 
Presidents  and  heartily  indorsed  by  Committee  No.  1,  Synod  passed 
the  following  resolution:  — 

“The  General  Board  of  Supervision  shall  publish  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  each  scholastic  year  a  tabular  report  in  Der  Lutheraner  and 
The  Lutheran  Witness.  All  the  educational  institutions  of  Synod  are 
to  be  included  in  this  report;  schools  belonging  to  Districts  and  Im¬ 
manuel  College  (colored)  belonging  to  the  Synodical  Conference 
shall  be  enumerated  as  such.  The  report  shall  specify:  Year  in 
which  founded,  number  of  professors  and  assistants,  number  of 
■students,  indicating  (a)  preparing  to  serve  the  Church,  (b)  pre¬ 
paring  for  other  callings;  income  from  tuition,  value  of  property, 
cost  of  maintenance,  repairs,  new  buildings,  and  -whatever  else  may 
appear  profitable  to  report.” 

Synod  believed  that  the  publication  of  such  reports  is  due  our 
Christians,  who  by  their  offerings  have  built  and  maintain  these 
institutions.  And  it  is  hoped  that  these  reports  will  serve  to  stimu¬ 
late  their  interest  and  generosity. 

Resolved,  That  henceforth  all  repairs  to  our  College  buildings 
be  paid  out  of  the  General  Building  Fund,  instead  of,  as  hitherto, 
out  of  the  Synodical  Treasury.  To  meet  an  estimated  cost  of  re¬ 
pairs  for  the  next  three  year3  $35,000  was  appropriated  from  the 
Building  F und. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  henceforth  furnish  the  local  Boards  of 
Supervision  with  the  necessary  books  of  accounts,  in  order  to  facilitate 
uniformity  in  their  reports  to  the  General  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATIONAL  SURVEY. 

An  unusual  number  of  overtures  were  submitted  to  Synod  with 
reference  to  our  educational  system.  This  general  interest  was  very 
gratifying.  Synod  deemed  it  wisest  not  to  pass  upon  all  propo¬ 
sitions  submitted  at  this  convention,  but  instead  to  create  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Educational  Survey.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  General  President,  in  consultation  with  the 
newly  elected  four  General  Vice-Presidents,  appoint  a  Committee 
on  Educational  Survey,  the  number  to  be  determined  not  by  the 
Synod,  but  by  the  President  together  with  the  Vice-Presidents,  as 
the  conditions  may  require.  This  Committee  should  make  a  com¬ 
plete  survey  of  ah  our  educational  institutions  with  respect  to  the 
educational  standards  and  the  courses  of  instruction  offered,  with 
special  reference  to  English  requirements.  This  Committee  is  to 
give  consideration  to  all  suggestions  made  in  Overtures  Nos.  203,  and 
212  to  217,  as  well  as  in  other  overtures  bearing  on  educational  mat¬ 
ters,  and  in  the  reports  of  the  Boards  of  the  various  institutions. 

In  the  course  of  the  convention  the  following  matters  were  spe¬ 
cifically  referred  to  this  Committee: 

All  requests  for  the  addition  of  an  “upper  Prima”  in  our  Col¬ 
leges;  also  Overture  No.  125,  advising  against  the  same. 

Overture  No.  129,  calling  for  practical  instruction  in  missionary 
work.  (Meanwhile  the  Seminary  Faculties  are  requested  to  make 
such  provision  as  they  can.) 

Overture  No.  120,  requesting  that  German  and  English  stenog¬ 
raphy  be  taught  in  all  our  Colleges. 

Overture  No.  206,  requesting  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  an 
accredited  standing  for  our  Teachers’  Colleges  in  their  respective 
States,  which  would  serve  to  give  our  teachers  and  schools  a  higher 
rating  throughout  the  country. 

Overtures  having  a  bearing  on  the  status  of  our  Seminary  in 
Springfield,  Ill.,  Nos.  205,  212,  §  3,  and  213. 


EDUCATIONAL  MATTERS. 


Report  of  the  Commission  on  Schools. 

(  Condensed.) 

The  Delegate  Synod  of  1914  created  a  new  Commission  on 
Schools.  The  purpose  was  to  quicken  the  interest  in  our  parish 
schools,  and  to  improve  and  standardize  them  as  far  as  possible. 

In  conformity  with  Synod’s  resolution,  all  the  Districts  ap¬ 
pointed  District  Commissions.  These  have  been  active  in  acquaint¬ 
ing  themselves  with  the  conditions  and  needs  of  schools  in  their  re¬ 
spective  Districts,  and  have  reported  to,  and  cooperated  with,  our 
General  Commission.  We  have  held  regular  meetings,  studied  re¬ 
ports  received,  considered  specially  prepared  papers,  and  have  re¬ 
ported  the  result  of  our  deliberations  to  the  District  Commissions, 
as  well  as  in  our  church-papers. 
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What  has  been  achieved?  Primarily  this,  that  the  parish  school 
question  has  again  become  a  very  live  question.  All  District  con¬ 
ventions  gave  much  time  to  the  consideration  of  the  reports  of  their 
Commissions.  How  fitting  that  we,  as  a  General  Body,  sitting  as 
a  Jubilee  Synod,  should  give  thought  to  our  school  system!  The 
Christian  school  is  a  product  of  the  Reformation.  It  was  through 
Luther  and  the  Reformation  that  a  new  impetus  was  given  to  the 
command  of  Christ :  “Feed  My  lambs,”  even  as  to  those  other  words 
spoken  to  Peter:  “Feed  My  sheep.”  With  what  zeal  did  Luther 
labor  in  behalf  of  Christian  schools,  Christian  instruction,  Christian 
training!  With  all  his  other  work  he  found  time  not  merely  to  re¬ 
mind  the  proper  authorities  of  their  duty  in  the  matter,  and  to  urge 
the  establishment  and  improvement  of  schools,  but  he  personally 
made  a  visitation  of  schools.  In  speech  and  print  he  uncovered  the 
shortcomings  of  the  schools,  and  with  rare  insight  and  foresight  he 
advised  the  people  and  the  rulers  in  this  matter.  How  ungrateful 
must  we  be,  should  we  not  remember  this  in  these  days !  How 
foolish  were  we  to  forego  for  the  future  this  God-willed  and  God- 
blessed  instrument,  which  has  been  such  a  potent  factor  in  causing 
an  unlooked-for  growth  of  our  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country! 
How  foolish  we  should  be  if  over  against  our  knowledge  of  these 
facts  we  were  not  willing  to  make  the  necessary  sacrifices  for  the 
maintenance,  spread,  and  improvement  of  our  school  system! 

But  are  not  our  parish  schools  becoming  unnecessary  since  our 
congregations  are  gradually  becoming  English?  Now,  such  a  ques¬ 
tion  might  be  in  place  if  our  schools  had  been  established  exclusively 
or  even  primarily  for  the  sake  of  the  German  language.  But  how 
can  the  language-question  determine  the  necessity  of  an  institution 
that  has  been  conducted  at  a  great  sacrifice  and  with  much  success 
for  the  Christian  instruction  and  Christian  training  of  our  youth? 
Or  who  would  dare  to  say  that  home  conditions,  the  tendency  of 
the  public  school,  and  the  public  morals  have  become  so  favorable, 
that  the  Church  might  well  dispense  with  its  Christian  school  with¬ 
out  suffering  serious  loss?  Your  Commission  is  unanimous  in  the 
opinion  that  particularly  in  our  day  do  we  need  our  Christian  school 
for  the  education  as  well  as  training  that  it  gives. 

And  since  the  gradual  change  over  into  English  on  the  part  of 
our  German  congregations  is  no  reason  for  letting  up  in- this  im¬ 
portant  and  necessary  mission-work,  it  follows  that  congregations 
that  already  are  entirely  English  must  make  adequate  provision  for 
the  Christian  instruction  of  the  lambs  committed  to  their  charge, 
if  they  would  do  their  full  duty.  And  for  this  Sunday-schools  do 
not  suffice.  In  no  case  can  there  be  a  substitute  for  the  Christian 
day-school.  For  such  Scripture  words  as  these:  “Bring  up  your 
children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord”:  “These  words 
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which  I  command  thee  .  .  .  thou  shalt  teach  diligently  unto  thy' 
children”^  “From  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  Holy  Scriptures,”' 
—  certainly  presume  a  more  intensive  instruction  in  Christian  doc¬ 
trine  than  can  be  given  in  the  Sunday-school.  Therefore  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Commissions  should  seek  to  prevent  the  Sunday-schools  from 
working  injury  to  the  parish  schools.  Sunday-schools  should  be  re¬ 
garded  rather  as  missionary  institutes  and  as  recruiting  stations  for 
the  regular  day-school. 

Every  congregation  should  provide  for  a  goo<J  school,  a  suitable 
building,  all  necessary  teaching  equipment,  and  capable  instructors 
in  sufficient  number.  District  Commissions  and  Mission  Boards 
should  put  forth  efforts  to  have  new  schools  established,  or  classes 
added  to  existing  schools.  Our  fathers  knew  no  other,  no  better  way. 
for  founding  and  building  up  Christian  congregations.  Therefore 
they  simply  began  with  Christian  day-schools  wherever  they  settled; 
and  the  results  fully  justify  their  procedure.  Let  not  their  example 
put  us  to  shame!  Nor  is  it  a  favorable  indication  that  so  many  of 
our  pastors  must  still  teach  school.  Our  congregations  should  be 
taught  that  they  owe  it  to  their  schools  as  well  as  to  their  pastors 
to  engage  teachers  who  have  been  especially  trained  for  this  work. 
Very  large  classes  are  detrimental  to  the  children,  who  thus  do  not 
get  the  individual  attention,  and  to  the  teachers,  who  are  thus  put 
under  too  great  a  strain. 

In  building  new  schools  respect  should  be  had  to  the  modem 
requirements  of  space,  air,  light,  and  heat.  An  excellent  set  of 
building  plans,  compiled  by  Dr.  Dresslar,  may  be  had  for  the  nominal 
sum  of  50  cents.  Address,  National  Bureau  of  Education,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.  Congregations  should  also  cheerfully  furnish  all  teaching 
equipment  (books,  maps,  etc.).  Such  expenditures  bring  good  returns. 

A  serious  evil  is  the  poor  salary  paid  to  many  teachers.  This 
has  compelled  not  a  few  to  give  up  their  calling.  It  furthermore 
harms  the  school  in  that  the  teacher  is  virtually  compelled  for  the 
sake  of  his  income  to  devote  time  and  strength  to  outside  work. 
And  thus  is  lost  the  leisure  and  the  love  for  personal  preparation, 
advanced  study,  and  for  making  visits.  That  should  not  be.  There¬ 
fore  the  Commission  recommends  that  congregations  increase  teachers’ 
salaries  wherever  possible.  With  teachers  securing  more  adequate 
salaries,  we  shall  also  find  it  easier  to  get  boys  for  our  Teachers’. 
Colleges.  Salaries  of  teachers  should  not  be  dependent  on  the  in¬ 
come  from  tuition.  Your  Commission  notes  with  pleasure  the  grow¬ 
ing  number  of  congregations  that  have  done  away  with  the  payment 
of  tuition,  and  that  now  pay  all  school  expenses  from  the  church 
treasury,  thus  causing  all  members  of  the  congregation  to  contribute 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  school.  This  change  is  heartily  recom¬ 
mended  for  general  acceptance. 
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« 

A  subcommittee  of  your  Commission  is  now  preparing  a  model 
teaching-schedule  with  the  cooperation  of  District  Commissions.  It 
is  of  great  importance  to  have  a  good  schedule,  and  then  to  stick  to  it. 
Even  instruction  for.  confirmation  should  not  interfere  therewith. 
We  recommend  that  the  school-year  begin  not  after  Easter,  but  after 
the  summer  vacation. 

The  use  of  the  same  set  of  text-books  will  also  help  to 1  bring 
more  uniformity  in  our  schools.  Whilst  local  conditions  must  deter¬ 
mine  the  choice,  yet,  as  far  as  possible,  books  published  by  Concordia 
Publishing  House  should  be  used,  or  such  as  our  Publishing  House 
endorses.  Criticisms,  suggestions,  and  requests  are  always  welcome. 
Synod  desires  to  comply  with  these  as  far  as  possible. 

If  the  above  suggestions  are  generally  heeded,  our  whole  school 
system  will  continue  the  fine  advahce  made  in  recent  years.  It  is 
particularly  gratifying  that  many  congregations  are  adding  the 
eighth  grammar ,  grade.  Reports  indicate  that  graduates  from  the 
eighth  grade  of  our  schools  enter  high  schools  without  difficulty,  and 
that  they  reflect  very  creditably  on  our  schools.  Wherever  possible, 
congregations  should  add  the  eighth  grade.  Where  one  congregation 
cannot  do  it  alone,  several  might  cooperate.  In  some  cities  cen¬ 
tralization,  by  which  several  congregations  maintain  a  centrally 
located  school,  may  be  found  advisable. 

Synod  through  its  Commissions  is  devising  ways  and  means  for 
the  better  organization  and  supervision  of  our  whole  school  system. 
For  the  betterment  of  the  school  as  well  as  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  teachers  the  schools  should  be  regularly  visited  either  by  the 
pastoral  visitor  of  the  Conference  District,  or  by  some  principal  or 
District  Superintendent  yet  to  be  appointed.  Such  visitation  and 
supervision  will  bring  our  schools  into  closer  touch  with  each  other, 
and  help  to  develop  the  whole  system. 

Above  all,  our  Lord  and  Savior  must  lay  His  blessing  on  our 
effort.  He  must  as  hitherto  fill  our  teachers  with  love  to  Himself, 
to  their  calling,  and  to  the  children.  He  must  give  to  our  congre¬ 
gations  the  conviction  that  this  work  is  necessary  and  well-pleasing 
to  Himself,  as  also  the  spirit  of  willing  sacrifice  to  undertake  and 
carry  on  this  work.  Then  also  this  blessing  of  the  Reformation  will 
abide  with  us  and  our  children.

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The  committee  in  charge  of  the  above  report  expressed  its  joy 
over  the  fruitful  activity  of  the  Commission,  and  heartily  endorsed; 
all  its  recommendations.  Synod  adopted  this  report  with  its  recom¬ 
mendations. 

In  response  to  two  overtures  Synod  decided  to  create  a 
Commission  on  Text-Books. 

Resolved,  That  a  commission  of  five  experts  be  appointed  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  the  publication  of  necessary  and  suitable 
text-books  for  our  parochial  schools.  They  may  designate  conferences 
or  qualified  individuals  to  prepare  manuscripts.  Representatives  of 
the  various  teacher-conferences  shall  prove  and  revise  these  manu¬ 
scripts,  together  with  this  Commission,  and  forward  the  same  to  the 
proper  Revision  Committee,  which,  in  turn,  shall  speedily  prepare 
them  for  print. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  this  Commission. 


MISSIONS. 


HOME  MISSIONS  IN  NORTH  AMERICA. 

All  of  our  Districts  do  missionary  work  in  their  own  territory, 
for  which  they  have  their  own  Boards  and  treasuries.  Some  Districts, 
however,  are  preeminently  missionary  Districts,  and  need  for  the 
carrying  on  of  their  work  the  financial  support  of  the  more  established 
Districts.  For  example,  the  Minnesota  District  needs  about  $10,000 
a  year  for  its  extension  work  in  Canada.  The  English  District  main¬ 
tains  its  extensive  missionary  work  without  aid,  excepting  a  total 
for  the  Southeastern  territory  of  $2,500  the  past  two  years.  The 
General  Body  has  a  Board  to  supervise  the  gathering  of  funds,  and 
to  distribute  them  proportionately  to  needy  Districts.  The  Synod 
of  1914  resolved  to  raise  these  amounts:  for  1914,  $40,000;  1915, 
$50,000;  1916,  $60,000.  The  needy  Districts  arranged  their  work 
accordingly,  and  required  the  above  amounts.  Sadly  enough,  the 
offerings  were  only  as  follows:  1914,  $27,257.17;  1915,  $31,391.70; 
1916,  $37,220.85,  a  total  of  $95,869.72,  over  against  the  promised 
$150,000.  This  shortage  of  $54,131  seriously  embarrassed  the  Boards 
of  our  missionary  Districts,  and  many  of  our  faithful  mission¬ 
aries  suffered  actual  want.  This  may  not  be;  this  need  not  be. 
While  the  total  contributed  for  General  Home  Missions  is  indeed 
a  large  sum,  yet  the  Savior  has  blessed  us  richly  in  a  material 
as  well  as  spiritual  way.  Blessed  abundantly,  we  should  abound 
in  the  grace  of  giving.  If  every  congregation  will  but  do  its  pro¬ 
portionate  share,  sums  far  greater  than  the  above  will  easily  be 
gathered. 
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In  April,  1917,  the  treasury  showed  a  deficit  of  $10,900.  But 
realizing  that  Home  Missions  are  one  of  our  foremost  duties,  Synod 
adopted  the  following 

Eesolutions  : 

1.  To  appropriate  for  this  treasury  $60,000  per  annum  for  the 
present  triennium. 

2.  To  authorize  the  General  Home  Mission  Board  to  appeal  to 
each  District  for  a  fixed  proportionate  amount. 

3.  The  Board  is  to  publish  about  twice  a  year  the  needs  of  the 
missionary  Districts. 

4.  The  Board  is  to  present  either  through  its  own  membership  or 
by  proxy  the  cause  of  General  Home  Missions  at  the  Conventions  of 
each  District. 

5.  The  Board  shall  be  required  to  meet  on  the  day  previous  to 
each  Delegate  Convention  with  representatives  of  the  various  District 
Mission  Boards  and  with  the  General  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

ARMY  AND  NAVY  BOARD. 

Eealizing  our  obligations  to  our  young  men  who  go  forth  to  serve 
their  country  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  Synod  created  a  special  Board 
for  Army  and  Navy,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  This  Board 
is  to  make  the  best  possible  spiritual  provision  for  our  men  in  any 
branch  of  Federal  service.  The  whole  question  of  chaplains  was 
given  to  this  Board,  with  power  to  act  according  to  their  conscience 
and  best  judgment. 

The  President  has  since  appointed  these  men  to  serve  on  this 
Board,  and  they  have  organized  as  follows:  Eev.  C.  Eissfeldt, 
Chicago,  Chairman;  Eev.  F.  C.  Streufert,  4317  S.  Mozart  St., 
Chicago,  Secretary;  Mr.  F.  Wolff,  Treasurer;  Eev.  F.  J.  Wenchel, 
Washington,  D.  C.;  Eev.  D.  H.  Steffens,  Baltimore,  Md. 

IMMIGRANT  MISSIONS. 

When  the  war  broke  out  in  August,  1914,  our  “Pilgerhaus”  in 
New  York  City  and  the  services  of  our  missionary,  Eev.  O.  Eestin, 
were  much  in  demand.  From  our  far  Western  States,  Wyoming, 
Arizona,  Idaho,  and  California,  as  well  as  from  Mexico,  Guatemala, 
Brazil,  and  Africa,  travelers  came  in  an  effort  to  get  to  Europe. 
Some  succeeded;  but  many  never  left  port.  Of  these  some  returned 
home.  But  many  others  remained  in  New  York  and  soon  were  in 
need.  Hundreds  of  seamen,  cut  off  from  their  native  country, 
appealed  for  aid  to  our  Mission.  With  the  help  of  Western  brethren 
relief  was  afforded,  -and  work  was  found  for  about  3,000  reservists, 
seamen,  and  travelers.  When  this  big  work  of  relief  was  completed, 
our  Immigrant  Hospice  became  almost  deserted. 

In  earlier  years  many  thousands  of  Germans,  Scandinavians,  and 
.other  immigrants  received  material  as  well  as  spiritual  help  in  our 
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New  York  Immigrant  Hospice.  But  in  recent  years  immigration  i| 
has  been  greatly  reduced.  Moreover,  the  Government  now  takes  all  i| 
immigrants  in  hand  on  Ellis  Island,  and  forwards  them  to  their  -I 
destination  without  bringing  them  into  New  York.  Conditions  will  it 
be  the  same  after  the  war.  Thus  the  “Pilgerhaus”  has  served  its  : 
purpose  and  is  no  longer  needed.  The  missionary  work  among  future  \ 
immigrants  can  be  managed  from  an  office.  Accordingly,  the  New 
York  Board  has  sold  the  old  “Pilgerhaus”  property  at  8  State  Street,  A 
and  Pastor  Restin  has  established  an  office  at  234  East  62d  Street,  ' 
New  York  City,  where  he  should  be  addressed  with  regard  to  any 
immigration  matters.  :Jj! 

Pastor  Restin  submitted  a  detailed  financial  statement  for  each 
of  the  last  three  years.  The  three  annual  reports  of  the  auditing  "% 
committee  were  also-  received  and  accepted. 


DEAF-MUTE  MISSIONS. 

Nine  missionaries  give  all  of  their  time  to  working  among  deaf- 
mutes,  assisted  by  several  pastors  who  serve  regular  congregations.  . 
There  are  61  preaching-stations,  reaching  from  the  Atlantic  to  fhe 
Pacific.  There  are  nine  regular  organized  congregations  that  are 
partly  self-supporting.  The  deaf-mutes  are  very  grateful  for  the 
service  rendered  them,  and  in  the  past  three  years  contributed  $3,000 
toward  Synod’s  Deaf-mute  Treasury.  Recently  the  work  has  been 
considerably  expanded  on  the  Pacific  coast.  An  increasing  number 
of  State  institutions  for  deaf-mutes  is  granting  permission  to  our 
missionaries  to  visit  inmates  and  conduct  services.  The  Deaf 
Lutheran  is  a  small  monthly  published  in  the  interest  of  this  mission. 

The  Board  for  Deaf-mute  Missions  requested:  1)  annual  support 
to  the  extent  of  about  $10,000 ;  2)  that  congregations  be  reminded  of 
Synod’s  previous  resolution  to  take  up  at  least  one  offering  annually 
for  this  work,  the  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity  being  recommended 
as  the  special  day;  3)  that  in  future  volunteers  be  called  for  among 
the  Seniors  in  our  Seminaries,  and  these  be  given  opportunity  to 
prepare  themselves  in  advance  for  the  work  among  the  deaf-mutes, 
and  thus  an  adequate  supply  of  missionaries  be  always  ready  for. 
service. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  the  Board’s  report  sustained  their 
requests,  and  the  report  was  adopted  by  Synod.  Likewise  the 
Auditing  Committee’s  report  was  adopted. 

FOREIGN-TONGUE  MISSIONS. 

In  this  class  are  embraced  the  missions  conducted  in  America 
in  any  but  the  English  and  German  languages.  Fourteen  mis¬ 
sionaries,  under  the  supervision  of  subcommissions,  work  among  the 
following  peoples:  Poles,  Esthonians,  Finns,  Letts,  Lithuanians, 
Slovaks,  Persians,  and  Italians.  The  latest  mission  to  be  undertaken 
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is  that  among  the  Italians  in  ' and  about  New  York.  A  converted 
Catholic  priest,  the  Rev.  A.  Bongarzone,  is  the  missionary,  and  he 
is  operating  in  a  promising  field.  He  has  published  an  Italian 
translation  of  Luther’s  Small  Catechism. 

These  Foreign-Tongue  Missions  extend  across  the  whole  country 
and  iiito  Northwest  Canada.  Fields  white  unto  the  harvest  are 
opening  up  at  many  places.  The  great  need  is  for  more  men  and 
more  money.  The  latter  is  needed  also  to  assist  the  missionaries  in 
publishing  helpful  literature  in  their  several  tongues.  From  $8,000 
upward  is  needed  annually  for  the  support  of  the  work  on  the  present 
scale.  Much  more  could  be  profitably  spent.  The  missionaries  must 
travel  a  great  deal;  and  all  of  them  are  practising  much  self-denial. 

Synod  gave  the  Board  instruction  on  several  details,  and  author¬ 
ized  the  appointment  of  the  following  to  represent  these  missions  in 
the  several  Districts;  Atlantic  District,  Subcommissioners  A.  von 
Schlichten,  Geo.  Steinert,  P.  Lindemann;  California  and  Nevada

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  this  Board  was  received  and 
adopted  with  the  reports  of  the  Auditing  Committees. 

HOME  MISSIONS  OUTSIDE  OF  NORTH  AMERICA. 

These  missions  are  denominated  “Home  Missions”  because, 
though  conducted  in  other  lands,  they  are  not  “foreign”  in  the 
sense  of  “heathen,”  but  are  mainly  among  people  of,  or  coming  from. 
Christianized  countries.  The  work  is  chiefly  in  the  German  language, 
though  English,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese  are  also  employed. 

In  Brazil  and  Argentine  Republic. 

In  Brazil  29  missionary  pastors  serve  112  congregations  and 
stations,  preaching  to  about  20,000  souls.  Nearly  every  congregation 
and  preaching-station  has  its  own  parish  school.  In  Argentine 
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Republic  five  missionaries  at  present  supply  31  stations.  Large  con¬ 
gregations  have  been  gathered  in  Buenos  Aires  and  Entre  Rios. 

For  work  in  South  America  the  Board  expended  in  1914, 
$24,727.45 ;  1915,  $27,512.75 ;  1916,  $21,578.81.  With  more  liberal  , 
support  the  work  could  be  expanded  with  blessing  to  many. 

The  missionaries  are  now  promptly  forwarding  semiannual  reports 
on  parochial  and  missionary  work,  as  well  as  on  all  finances. 

In  Brazil  we,  some  years  ago,  established  a  college  at  Porto 
Alegre.  Within  the  past  triennium  a  theological  course  has  been 
added,  and  the  first  five  graduates  have  already  gone  forth  to  preach 
the  pure  Gospel  to  their  countrymen.  The  Brazilian  congregations, 
though  mostly  very  poor,  are  beginning  to  help  support  this  school. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  General  President  Pfotenhauer . 
visited  the  South  American  field  in  1916,  and  attended  a  session  of  , 
the  Brazil  District  Synod.  His  visit  was  productive  of  much  good; 


the  missionaries,  most  of  them  young  men,  and  their  charges,  were. I 


advised  and  encouraged,  and  congregational  and  synodical  matters  j 
were  properly  regulated.  Even  financially  the  visit  was  very  sue- 
cessful,  the  expenses  of  the  trip  being  covered  within  six  months  by 
the  increased  offerings  in  South  America,  with  corresponding  decrease 
of  support  from  our  Board. 

At  Synod’s  request  President  Pfotenhauer  gave  an  oral  report'1; 
on  his  South  American  visitation.  He  spoke  highly  of  the  self-  j 
sacrificing  work  done  by  our  missionaries  in  Brazil  and  Argentina,  Jj 
and  declared  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  had  rested  upon  their  labors  u 
in  abundant  measure.  All  the  men  are  overworked,  and  the  great  , 
need  is  for  more  laborers.  The  President  regards  the  whole  South 
American  field  as  most  promising,  and  expects  that,  when  the  war  ? 
shall  have  ended,  our  opportunities  in  Brazil  will  be  bigger  than  ever.  , 

Synod  thanked  the  President  for  his  address,  endorsed  the  action  1 
of  the  Board  in  sending  him  to  South  America,  and  authorized  the  J 
Board  to  have  further  visitation  at  its  discretion,  the  expenses  to  be  if 
met  out  of  the  Mission  Treasury.  The  sum  of  $25,000  per  annum  was  f 
appropriated  for  the  next  three  years.

Free  Church  or  Europe. 

The  war  has  placed  a  great  burden  upon  our  brethren  of  the 
Free  Church  in  Europe.  It  must  have  heartened  them  to  find  offer¬ 
ings  for  their  support  coming  from  us  more  liberally  in  the  past  three 
years  than  ever  before.  For  the  support  of  their  church-work  the 
following  amounts  were  forwarded:  1914,  $4,821;  1915,  $8,840; 

1916,  $4,525.  For  the  relief  of  war  sufferers  these  amounts  were 
sent  over:  1914,  $6,000;  1915,  $9,000;  1916,  $6,000.  For  the  Red 
Cross  there  was  forwarded  in  1915,  $3,500;  1916,  $6,000. 

Since  our  own  entrance  into  the  war  all  connections  with  Ger¬ 
many  have  been  broken.  Moreover,  Pastor  Michael’s  work  in  Den¬ 
mark  continues.  And  as  we  hope  and  pray  for  restoration  of  peace, 
i'Synod  resolved  to  encourage  our  congregations  to  continue  gathering 
funds  for  this  treasury. 

£  ’  London. 

Pastor  K.  Knippenberg  is  now  alone  in  London,  Pastor  Holls 
and  Teacher  Vornaand  having  returned  to  the  United  States.  The 
mission-school  is  closed.  Pastor  Knippenberg  is  still  preaching  in 
Kentish  Town  and  Tottenham.  He  has  passed  through  three  most 
trying  years.  Our  Board  several  times  secured  for  him  and  his 
'  work  protection  from  our  Government. 

In  1915  the  London  Mission  received  $800  support;  in  1916, 
$500.  For  the  relief  of  war-suffering  we  forwarded  and  disbursed 
through  our  missionary:  in  1915,  $1,100;  in  1916,  $500. 

Synod  instructed  the  Board  to  send  to  Pastor  Knippenberg  and 
to  all  our  workers  in  foreign  lands  our  hearty  greetings,  with  assur- 
j  ances  of  Christian  sympathy,  together  with  prayerful  and  active 
I  support. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

j|;y  Australia  has  its  own  Lutheran  Synod,  composed  mainly  of 
pastors  and  teachers  trained  in  our  institutions.  For  some  years  they 
Ijpuive  needed  no  support  from  us  financially,  until  in  1915,  when,  on 
I'account  of  war  conditions,  they  requested  help  and  received  $500. 

"  In  New  Zealand  conditions  are  very  much  the  same  as  three  years 
plgo.  Our  five  missionary  pastors  and  one  teacher  have  followed  our 
Kadvice  and  joined  the  Australian  Synod.  Support  granted :  1914, 
||$850;  1915,  $915.90;  1916,  $1,250.49.  A  noble  legacy  to  this  mission 
•may  soon  relieve  Synod  of  further  financial  support. 
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Central  America. 

The  Board  had  been  authorized  by  the  Synod  of  1914  to  begin 
missionary  operations  in  Panama  and  Guatemala,  if  found  advisable. 
The  Board  is  still  observing  these  fields;  but  conditions  there  have 
not  yet  warranted  the  establishment  of  missions.  Synod  left  this 
question  with  the  Board.  1 

JEWISH  MISSION. 

This  difficult,  but  blessed  work  is  restricted  to  Greater  New 
York,  where  one-fourth  of  the  population  is  Jewish.  Missionary 
Friedmann,  himself  a  convert,  continues  to  bring  to  the  Jews  the 
Salvation  that  has  come  from  the  Jews,  preaching  the  Gospel  publicly 
and  privately,  over  against  much  individual  and  organized  persecu¬ 
tion.  Though  the  visible  fruit  is  small  indeed,  we  know  the  Word 
of  God  does  not  return  void.  We  obey  the  Savior’s  command,  and, 
relying  upon  His  promise,  must  continue  to  operate  this  mission,  and 
support  it  with  our  money  and  our  prayers. 

In  January,  1917,  Vice-President  Miller  visited  the  mission,  and 
encouraged  the  missionary  and  the  faithful  Board  that  directs 
his  work. 

From  the  missionary’s  report  we  take  these  figures:  Preached  161 
sermons  to  total  of  6,213  auditors;  had  1,784  religious  talks  in  Jewish 
homes;  visited  3,170  families  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn;  received 
3,364  Jewish  callers  in  the  mission  chapel  and  396  in  the  home; 
distributed  gratis  5,162  tracts,  1,317  catechisms,  751  New  Testaments 
and  2  Bibles;  sold  153  New  Testaments  at  10  cents  to  inquiring 
Jews,  also  49  copies  of  Luther’s  Catechism  in  the  missionary’s  own 
translation;  loaned  521  copies  of  New  Testaments  on  deposits,  of 
25  cents  each  to  521  Jews  who  had  no  other  connection  with  the 
missionary.  To  the  city  missionary  200  copies  of  the  Yiddish  Cate¬ 
chism  were  given  for  free  distribution  to  sick  Jews  in  hospitals. 

Thus  much  precious  seed  has  been  sown,  and  eternity  will  reveal 
some  fruit  now  unseen. 

INDIAN  MISSION. 

Our  mission  among  the  Indians  on  the  reservation  at  Red 
Springs,  Wis.,  has  passed  through  troublous  times.  But  the  Lord 
helped  graciously  through  it  all.  The  visitation  by  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  last  Synod  brought  about  a  complete  reorganization 
of  the  missionary  work.  Under  the  new  missionary,  the  Rev.  Otis 
Lang,  a  congregation  has  now  been  organized  with  28  voting  and 
77  communicant  members  and  over  200  souls.  The  members  now  use 
the  envelope  system  for  contributing  toward .  the  salary  of  the  mis¬ 
sionary.  An  average  of  50  attend  the  service  at  Red’  Springs,  and 
on  alternating  Sundays  the  Gospel  is  preached  to  about  15  Indians 
at  both  Morgan  Siding  and  Neopit.  Other  preaching-stations  are  in. 
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view.  In  the  past  triennium  34  children  were  baptized  and  8  con¬ 
firmed.  Also  7  adults  were  confirmed,  and  16  are  now  receiving 
instruction. 

The  mission-school  is  flourishing  under  the  faithful  work  of 
Teacher  Peetzke,  77  children  now  being  enrolled. 

New  buildings  and  other  improvements  were  sorely  needed. 
Accordingly,  upon  recommendation  of  the  committee,  Synod  made  the 
following  appropriations :  for  a  new  building,  $26,000;  for  a  septic 
tank,  $250 ;  for  a  water  tower,  $1,200 ;  for  a  stable,  $800  —  total, 
$28,250.  In  view  of  the  expansion  of  the  work  Synod  made  an  annual 
allowance  of  $8,000.  I 

In  this,  as  in  all  the  foregoing  missions,  properly  audited  financial 
accounts  were  submitted  to  Synod’s  committee. 

FOREIGN  MISSION. 

In  India. 

Statistics  for  1916:  Eleven  main  stations,  all  in  South  India; 
61  villages,  in  which  missionary  work  is  done;  average  number  of 
auditors,  2,301;  catechumens,  1,756;  baptized  Christians,  1,378; 
communicants,  230;  schools,  49;  baptized  pupils,  429;  unbaptized 
pupils,  1,886;  native  helpers:  one  evangelist,  23  catechists,  and  57 
teachers  from  other  denominations  employed  in  the  schools,  and 
47  heathen  teachers  for  secular  subjects  in  the  schools.  The  last 
mentioned  are  being  rapidly  replaced  by  Christianized  teachers. 

The  war  has  sadly  impeded  our  work  in  India.  Instead  of  the 
thirteen  missionaries  who  were  there,  only  nine  are  at  present  on  the 
field.  ■  These  are  all  overworked;  whole  villages  are  waiting  to  be 
served.  Our  missionaries  there  are  working  heroically  and  aggres¬ 
sively,  and  waht  the  earnest  support  of  our  prayers  as  well  as  of  our 
money;  above  all  they  desire  the  sending  of  additional  missionaries. 

Upon  request  of  the  Conference  of  our  missionaries  in  India, 
Synod  adopted  the  following  resolutions :  — 

1)  That  prayers  and  collects  for  Foreign  Missions  be  incorporated 
in  the  new  Agenda. 

2)  That  the  congregations  of  Synod  be  encouraged  to  take  up 
offerings  for  Foreign  Missions  not  only  at  the  annual  mission  festival, 
but  also  on  some  other  specified  Sunday,  such  as  Pentecost  or  the 
Reformation  Festival. 

3)  That  our  Board  for  Foreign  Missions  be  encouraged,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  articles  appearing  in  our  periodicals,  to  publish  tracts  about 
the  work  and  progress  in  our  Foreign  Missions,  in  order  to  create 
more  wide-spread  interest  in  this  blessed  enterprise. 

4)  That  missionary  literature  be  separately  advertised  in  the 
catalog  of  Concordia  Publishing  House,  the  Lutheran  Annual  (and 
the  German  Ealender),  and  also  occasionally  in  our  periodicals. 
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5)  That  a  short  course  of  lectures  on  Foreign  Missions  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  our  Theological  Seminaries  and  Teachers’  Colleges. 

Synod  directed  the  Board  to  transmit  its  heartiest  greetings  to 
the  missionaries  in  the  field. 

Pastor  J.  A.  Friedrich,  who  for  a  number  of  years  served  in  the 
capacity  of  Director  of  Foreign  Missions,  felt  himself  constrained 
to  resign.  Synod  ordered  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Pastor  Friedrich 
for  his  highly  valued  services,  and  decided  to  postpone  the  election 
of  a  successor  because  of  present  conditions.  The  General  President 
and  the  Mission  Board  are  empowered  at  their  own  discretion  to 
appoint  a  new  Director.  In  the  mean  time  Pastor  R.  Kretzschmar,  as 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  performs  most  of  the  duties  of  the  Director. 

Audited  reports  of  moneys  received  and  expended  for  missionary 
work  in  India,  including  the  Mountain  Home,  were  submitted  to 
Synod  and  accepted.  (See  German  report.)  We  here  give  only  the 
totals  received  and  disbursed:  1914,  $28,415.86;  1915,  $33,802.75; 
1916,  $44,883.71. 

In  China.  • 

Several  years  ago  a  Missionary  Society  was  organized  within  the 
Synodical  Conference  to  undertake  the  establishment  of  a  mission 
in  China.  This  Society  sent  as  its  first  missionary  the  Rev.  E.  L. 
Arndt,  and,  as  the  Lord  blessed  bis  labors,  later  sent  over  Missionary 
E.  Riedel.  The  work  continued  to  prosper. 

This  Society  then  offered  to  turn  over  this  missionary  work  to 
the  Synodical  Conference,  which,  in  turn,  requested  a  vote  on  this 
proposition  from  the  member-synods.  Concurring  in  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  its  Committee,  Synod  declared  its  conviction  that  it 
would  be  better  that  a  single  synod,  rather  than  the  Synodical  Con¬ 
ference,  conduct  this  missionary  enterprise;  and,  accordingly,  Synod 
declared  itself  ready  to  take  over  the  China  Mission  whenever  offered 
by  the  Society  conducting  it. 

Note.  —  Under  date  of  September  2,  1917,  President  Pfotenhauer 
made  the  following  announcements :  — 

“The  China  Mission,  having  been  duly  offered  us  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Society  for  Foreign  Missions  in 
China,  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Missouri  Synod  and  placed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Pastor  Rehwaldt,  of  the 
former  Commission,  has  been  added  as  non-resident  member  to  our 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  For  the  present  the  treasuries  for  Missions 
in  India  and  in  China  will  be  kept  separate;  as  soon  as  possible 
a  member  of  our  Board  shall  visit  the  field  in  China.  The  call  issued 
by  the  former  Commission  to  Candidate  L.  Meyer  has  been  ratified 
by  our  Board,  and  Pastor  Meyer  is  now  in  China.” 
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CONSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS. 


DRAFT  OF  NEW  SYNODICAL  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  President  Pfotenhauer  to  draft 
a  new  Synodical  Constitution,  Prof.  L.  Fuerbringer,  Pastor  J.  H.  C. 
Fritz,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Boehne,  had  submitted  the  result  of  their  pains¬ 
taking  labors  in  the  official  organs  of  Synod.  Their  draft  was,  in 
turn,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Matters.  After 
spending  much  time  on  this  important  question,  and  adopting  numer¬ 
ous  minor  changes  suggested  by  the  special  committee,  the  Con¬ 
vention  adopted  the  new  Constitution,  subject  to  the  ratification  of 
the  congregations.  The  officially  adopted  form  is  given  in  the  German 
report,  pages  86  to  92.  We  give  herewith  our  translation  into  English 
as  published  in  the  Lutheran  Witness,  Vol.  36,  No.  20 :  — 

New  Synodical  Constitution 

of  the 

EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  SYNOD  OF  MISSOURI,  OHIO, 
AND  OTHER  STATES. 


Reasons  for  the  Organization  of  a  Synod. 

1.  The  example  of  the  Apostolic  Church  (Acts  15,  1 — 31). 

2.  Our  Lord’s  will  that  the  diversities  of  gifts  should  be  for  the 
common  profit  (1  Cor.  12,4 — 31). 

Article  I.  —  Name. 

The  name  of  the  body  organized  under  this  Constitution  shall 
be :  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  oe  Missouri,  Ohio,  and 
Other  States. 

Article  II.  —  Doctrinal  Basis. 

Synod,  and  every  member  of  Synod,  accepts  without  reser¬ 
vation  :  — 

1.  The  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  the  New  Testament  as  the 
written  Word  of  God  and  the  only  rule  and  norm  of  faith  and 
of  practise; 

2.  All  the  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  as  a  true  and  correct  statement  and  exposition  of  the 
Word  of  God,  to  wit,  the  three  Ecumenical  Creeds  (the  Apostles’ 
Creed,  the  Nicene  Creed,  the  Athanasian  Creed),  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession,  the  Apology  of  the  Augsburg  Confession, 
the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Large  Catechism  of  Luther,  the  Small 
Catechism  of  Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord. 

Article  III,  —  Object. 

The  objects  of  Synod  are:  — 

1.  The  conservation  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  true 
faith  (Eph.  4,3 — 16;  1  Cor.  1,  10)  and  a  united  effort  to  resist  every 
form  of  schism  and  sectarianism  (Rom.  16, 17); 

2.  The  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  God; 

3.  The  training  of  ministers  and  teachers  for  service  in  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church;

4.  The  publication  and  distribution  of  Bibles,  church-books, 
school-books,  religious  periodicals,  and  other  books  and  papers; 

5.  The  endeavor  to  bring  about  the  largest  possible  uniformity 
in  church-practise,  churoh-customs,  and,  in  general,  in  congre¬ 
gational  affairs ; 

6.  The  furtherance  of  Christian  parochial  schools  and  of  a  thor¬ 
ough  catechetical  instruction  preparatory  to  admission  to  the 
Sacrament; 

7.  The  supervision  of  the  ministers  and  teachers  of  Synod  in 
regard  to  the  performance  of  their  official  duties; 

8.  The  protection  of  pastors,  teachers,  and  congregations  in  the 
fulfilment  of  their  duties,  and  the  maintenance  of  their  rights. 

Article  IV.  —  Powers. 

Synod  shall  have  legal  powers  — . 

1.  To  purchase,  hold,  administer,  and  sell  property  of  every 
description  in  the  interests  of  Synod; 

2.  To  accept,  hold,  administer,  and,  if  deemed  advisable,  dispose 
of  legacies,  donations,  commercial  papers,  and  legal  documents  of 
every  description  in  the  interest  of  its  work,  as  afore  said. 

Article  V.  —  Membership. 

Membership  in  Synod  is  held  and  may  be  acquired  by  con¬ 
gregations,  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  teachers  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church,  who  accept  the  doctrinal  basis  of  Art.  II. 

A.  Voting  Members. 

All  organized  congregations  that  have  joined  Synod  hold  voting 
membership.  At  the  meetings  of  the  various  Districts  of  Synod 
every  congregation  or  parish  is  entitled  to  two  votes,  one  of  which 
is  to  be  cast  by  the  clerical  and  the  other  by  the  lay  delegate.  At 
the  meetings  of  Synod  proper  a  group  of  congregations,  as  specified 
in  the  By-laws,  shall  be  represented  by  two  delegates,  one  clerical 
and  one  lay  delegate,  each  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

S.  Advisory  Members. 

Advisory  members  are:  — 

1.  Pastors  whose  congregations  do  not  hold  membership 

in  Synod ; 

2.  Assistant  pastors ; 

3.  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  not  in  charge  of  congregations; 

4.  Professors  at  Synod’s  educational  institutions; 

5.  Teachers  of  Synod’s  parochial  schools; 

6.  Candidates  for  the  office  of  the  ministry  or  for  that  of 

a  teacher  in  the  parochial  schools. 

Article  VI.  —  Conditions  of  Membership. 

Requisites  necessary  to  acquire  and  hold  membership  in  Synod 
are  as  follows :  — 

1.  Acceptance  of  the  doctrinal  basis  of  Art.  II. 

2.  Renunciation  of  unionism  and  syncretism  of  every  descrip¬ 
tion,  such  as, 

a.  Serving  congregations  of  mixed  confession,  as  such,  by 
ministers  of  the  Church; 

b.  Taking  part  in  the  services  and  sacramental  rites  of  het¬ 
erodox  congregations  or  of  such  of  mixed  confession; 

c.  Joining  the  heterodox  in  missionary  efforts  or  in  the  pub¬ 
lishing  and  distribution  of  literature. 
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3.  Regular  call  of  pastors  and  teachers,  and  regular  election  of 
lay  delegates  by  the  congregations,  as  also  the  blamelessness  of  the 
life  of  such. 

4.  Exclusive  use  of  doctrinally  pure  agenda,  hymn-books,  and 
catechisms  in  church  and  school. 

5.  No  congregation  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  until  Synod 
has  convinced  itself  that  its  constitution,  which  must  be  submitted, 
contains  nothing  which  is  contrary  to  the  Scriptures  or  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Confessions. 

6.  Pastors,  teachers,  candidates  for  the  office  of  the  ministry 
or  that  of  a  teacher  in  a  parochial  school,  not  coming  from  recog¬ 
nized  orthodox  church-bodies,  must,  before  they  can  be  received 
into  membership  of  Synod,  submit  to  a  colloquium. 

7.  Congregations,  pastbrs,  teachers,  or  candidates  for  the  office 
of  the  ministry  or  that  of  a  teacher  in  a  parochial  school  are, 
as  a  rule,  received  into  membership  at  the  meetings  of  the  Districts 
of  Synod;  but  they  may  also  be  received  at  the  meetings  of  Synod. 

Article  VII.  —  Relation  of  Synod  to  Its  Members. 

In  its  relation  to  its  members  Synod  is  not  a  governing  body, 
exercising  legislative  or  coercive  powers.  In  all  matters  involving 
the  Christian  congregation’s  right  of  self-government,  Synod  is  but 
an  advisory  body.  Accordingly,  no  congregation  shall  be  bound  by 
any  resolution  of  Synod  that  imposes  something  which  is  either  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Word  of  God,  or  that  to  such  congregation  appears  un¬ 
suited  to  its  condition. 

Article  VIII.  —  Synodical  Meetings. 

A.  Time  and  Validity  of  Meetings. 

1.  Synod  convenes  every  three  years  for  a  regular  meeting. 

2.  Synod  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  transact  business,  if  the 
meeting  has  been  constitutionally  convened  and  at  least  one-fourth 
of  the  constitutionally  elected  representatives  who  are  entitled  to 
vote  are  present. 

B.  Special  Sessions  of  Synod. 

1.  Synod  may,  under  circumstances,  decide  to  call  a  special 
session,  if  two-thirds  of  the  duly  qualified  representatives  present 
so  vote. 

2.  In  case  of  urgent  necessity  a  special  session  may  be  called  by 
the  President  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  District  Presi¬ 
dents,  or  by  three-fourths  of  the  District  Presidents  without  the 
consent  of  the  President;  provided,  however,  that  all  congregations 
and  other  members  of  Synod  shall,  thirty  days  prior  to  such  special 
convention,  be  notified  as  to  its  purpose. 

C.  Validity  of  Resolutions. 

All  matters  of  doctrine  ,and  of  conscience  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Word  of  God  only.  All  other  matters  shall  he  decided  by 
a  majority  vote.  In  case  of  a  tie  vote  the  President  may  cast 
the  deciding  vote. 

Article  IX.  —  Representation. 

The  synodical  meetings  are  composed  of  regularly  elected  and 
delegated  representatives  and  of  certain  individual  persons,  as  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  By-laws,  to  wit:  — 

1.  Representatives  of  congregations  entitled  to  vote; 

2.  Advisory  representatives  of  the  advisory  members  of  Synod; 

3.  Advisory  representatives  of  boards,  commissions,  and  edu¬ 
cational  institutions,  and  all  others  whose  official  duties  require 
their  attendance  at  Synod. 
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Article  X.  —  Officers. 

The  officers  of  Synod  are: 

A. 

1.  A  President; 

2.  Vice-Presidents,  as  prescribed  by  the  By-laws; 

3.  A  Secretary; 

4.  A  Treasurer; 

5.  A  Board  of  Directors; 

6.  Other  officers,  as  specified  in  the  By-laws. 

B. 

1.  The  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  and  the  Secretary  must  be 
ordained  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  The  foregoing,  as  also  the  Treas¬ 
urer  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  must  be  members 
Of  voting  congregations. 

2.  The  time  of  service  of  all  the  officers  of  Synod  shall  extend 
from  one  regular  session  of  Synod  until  the  next,  or  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  have  entered  upon  their 
official  duties. 

3.  Any  officer  or  any  member  of  any  board  or  commission  shall 
cease  to  be, an  officer  of  Synod,  or  a  member  of  any  board  or  com¬ 
mission  of  Synod,  as  soon  as  he  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  a  con¬ 
gregation  which  is  affiliated  with  Synod. 

Article  XI.'  —  Rights  and  Duties  of  Officers. 

A.  In  General. 

1.  All  officers  of  Synod  have  such  rightB  only  as  have  been 
granted  them  by  Synod,  and  are  responsible  to  Synod  for  such  rights 
and  for  the  exercise  of  their  official  duties. 

2.  Synod  shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  to  call  its  officers  to 
account,  and,  if  necessity  arises,  to  dismiss  them  in  accordance 
with  Christian  procedure. 

3.  Synod  reserves  the  right  to  abolish  any  established  office. 

4.  Conventions  of  Synod  and  of  the  various  Districts  shall  have 
the  right,  in  extraordinary  cases,  to  elect  a  chairman  other  than  the 
regular  presiding  officer. 

B.  Of  the  President. 

1.  The  President  shall  exercise  due  supervision  in  regard  to  the 
doctrine  and  the  administration  of 

a.  All  officers  of  Synod; 

b.  All  others  holding  official  positions  in  Synod; 

c.  The  various  Districts  of  Synod; 

d.  All  the  District  Presidents. 

2.  The  President  shall  see  to  it  that  all  those  persons  just 

referred  to  shall  comply  with  Synod’s  constitution;  shall  admonish 
such  as  do  not;  and  shall  report  to  Synod  such  as,  in  spite  of  ad¬ 
monition,  fail  to  do  so.  . 

3.  The  President  has,  and  always  shall  have,  the  right  and 
power  to  advise,  admonish,  and  remonstrate;  he  shall  by  all  means 
rightfully  at  his  command  conscientiously  seek  to  promote  and 
maintain  unity  of  doctrine  and  practise  among  the  various  Districts 
of  Synod. 

4.  The  President  shall  see  to  it  that  Synod’s  resolutions  are 
carried  out. 

5.  At  the  sessions  of  Synod  the  President  shall 

a.  Conduct  the  meetings,  and  shall  see  to  it  that  all  things 
be  done  in  a  Christian  way  and  in  accordance  with  Synod’s 
constitution ; 

b.  Give  a  detailed  report  of  his  administration.

0.  The  President  shall  sign  the  official  papers  and  documents 
in  the  name  of  Synod. 

7.  The  President  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  various  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Synod  and  assist  them  by  his  advice  in  their  work;  he 
shall  report  on  the  work  of  the  various  Districts  at  the  next  regular 
session  of  Synod. 

8.  The  President  shall  perform  all  additional  duties  which  Synod 
may  enjoin  upon  him  through  its  By-laws  or  by  special  resolution. 

9.  When  pressing  business  matters '  that  permit  of  no  delay 
turn  up  between  conventions  of  Synod,  the  President  shall  be  author¬ 
ized  to  submit  the  same  for  a  vote  to  the  congregations  by  means 
of  the  official  synodical  organs.  In  such  cases  at  least  one-fourth  of 
the  synodical  congregations  must  register  their  vote. 

C.  Of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

1.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  President,  act  in  his  stead. 

2.  In  case  of  the  disability,  the  deposition,  or  the  death  of  the 
President,  the  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  the  order  of  their  rank  of 
office,  take  the  President’s  place,  and,  until  the  expiration  of  the 
regular  term,  exercise  all  the  rights  and  the  duties  of  the  President. 

D.  Of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall 

1.  Keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  synodical  conventions; 

2.  Draw  up  and  sign  the  official  papers  and  documents  of  Synod; 

3.  Perform  such  other  work  as  Synod  may  enjoin  upon  him 
through  its  By-laws  or  by  special  resolution. 

E.  Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  all  moneys  and  commercial 
papers  of  Synod,  and  shall 

1.  Keep  a  record  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  Synod; 

2.  Administer  Synod’s  financial  affairs  as  directed  by  Synod; 

3.  At  any  time  submit  for  examination  his  books  and  vouchers 
to  an  auditing  committee  appointed  by  Synod  or  its  officers. 

F.  Of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 
members,  to  wit:  the  President,  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  one 
pastor,  and  three  laymen. 

2.  This  Board  of  Directors  is  the  legal  representative  of  the 
Synod  and  the  custodian  of  all  property  of  Synod,  and  shall  be 
entrusted  with  the  supervision  and  general  management  of  all  of 
Synod’s  business. 

Article  XII.  —  Districts  of  Synod.  Regulations. 

1.  Synod  Bhall  be  divided  into  Districts.  Their  geographical 
boundaries  shall  be  determined  by  Synod,  which  may  alter  them  to 
suit  conditions. 

2.  This  Constitution  shall  also  be  the  constitution  of  each  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Synod;  however,  each  District  may  adopt  such  by-laws  and 
pass  such  resolutions  as  its  own  particular  interests  require,  pro¬ 
vided  only  that  such  by-laws  and  resolutions  do  not  conflict  with 
the  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  of  Synod. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  Districts  shall  be: 

a.  A  District  President; 

b.  Vice-Presidents,  as  the  By-laws  prescribe; 

c.  As  many  Visitors  as  the  Districts  may  determine  upon ; 

d.  A  District  Secretary; 

e.  A  District  Treasurer. 
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4.  Additional  officers,  boards,  and  commissions  may  be  elected 
by  the  various  Districts,  as  the  particular  business  of  the  Districts 
may  require. 

5.  The  election  of  the  District  officers  shall  take  place  in  the 
year  after  the  regular  session  of  Synod. 

6.  All  officers  of  the  Districts  shall  have  the  same  rights  and 
duties  as  those  outlined  in  this  Constitution  for  the  officers  of 
Synod,  only,  however,  in  so  far  as  these  apply  to  the  District  and 
are  exercised  within  its  boundaries. 

-7.  The  District  Presidents  are,  moreover,  especially  in  duty 
bound  to  exercise  proper  supervision  over  the  doctrine,  life,  and 
administration  of  office  of  the  pastors  and  teachers  of  their  District. 
They  shall  also  acquaint  themselves  with  the  prevailing  religious 
conditions  of  the  congregations  of  their  District,  and  shall,  to  this 
end,  have  the  right  and  duty  of  visitations,  being  assisted  in  this 
work  by  the  visitors,  who  shall  regularly  make  their  reports  to  them. 

8.  The  District  Presidents  are  empowered,  in  accordance  with 
the  By-laws  of  Synod,  in  case  of  persistent  adherence  to  false  doc¬ 
trine  or  an  offense  publicly  given  by  an  ungodly  life,  to  suspend 
pastors,  be  they  voting  or  mere  advisory  members  of  Synod,  as  also 
professors  and  teachers,  from  membership  in  Synod  until  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  Synod,  and  also  to  publish  such  suspension. 

9.  Moreover,  the  District  Presidents  shall  — 

a.  See  to  it  that  all  resolutions  of  Synod  which  concern  their 
District  shall  be  made  known  to  the  members  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  are  carried  out  by  them; 

b.  Submit  an  annual  report  of  their  administration  to  the 
President  of  Synod,  and  at  all  times  give  him  any  re¬ 
quired  information  as  to  the  affairs  of  their  administra¬ 
tion  as  District  Presidents; 

c.  In  person  or  by  proxy  ordain  all  ministerial  candidates 
and  teacher-candidates,  and  install  pastors  and  teachers 
who  have  accepted  a  call  to  congregations  in  their  Dis¬ 
trict; 

d.  Sign  all  examination  papers  and  certificates  of  ordina¬ 
tion,  also  all  official  papers  and  documents  of  their  Dis¬ 
trict. 

10.  The  District  synodical  meetings  are  composed  of 

A.  Representatives  Entitled  to  Vote. 

The  pastors  of  such  congregations  as  hold  voting  membership 
in  Synod,  and  the  lay  delegates  elected  by  these  congregations,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote. 

B.  Advisory  Members. 

Advisory  members  are: 

1.  Pastors  whose  congregations  do  not  hold  voting  mem¬ 

bership  in  Synod; 

2.  Assistant  pastors ; 

31  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  without  a  charge; 

4.  Professors  at  Synod’s  educational  institutions; 

5.  Teachers  of  parochial  schools; 

6.  Candidates  for  the  office  of  the  ministry  or  for  the  office 

of  a  teacher  in  a  parochial  school. 

11.  The  Districts,  if  legally  incorporated,  shall  have  a  Board 
of  Directors,  composed  of  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  District,  which  shall  legally  represent  the  District 
in  the  courts  of  the  State.  At  the  discretion  of  the  District,  others 
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than  those  mentioned  may  be  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

12.  The  Districts  shall  have  the  privilege  of  regulating  their 
own  internal  affairs,  it  being  understood,  however,  that  such  regula¬ 
tion  shall  serve  the  best  interests  of  Synod. 

13.  The  regular  sessions  of  the  Districts  shall  be  held  in  those 

years  when  Synod  does  not  regularly  convene.  Only  Synod  may 
make  an  exception  to  this  rule.  • 

14.  A  District  Synod  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  transact  business, 
if  the  meeting  has  been  constitutionally  convened  and  at  least  one- 
third  of  its  voting  membership  is  represented  by  one  of  its  delegates 
(a  pastor  or  a  lay  member). 

15.  In  case  of  urgent  necessity  the  District  President  shall  be 
empowered  to  convene  a  special  session  of  his  District,  provided, 
however,  that  he  previously,  after  having  informed  the  President 
of  Synod  and  the  voting  membership  of  his  District  of  the  purpose 
of  such  special  session,  have  the  consent  of  at  least  a  majority  of 
the  latter. 

Article  XIII.  —  Expulsion  from  Synod. 

1.  Members  who  act  contrary  to  the  doctrinal  basis  of  Art.  II 
and  the  conditions  of  membership  in  Art.  VI,  or  who,  disregarding 
all  admonitions,  persist  in  leading  an  ungodly  life,  shall  be  expelled. 

2.  The  District  Synods,  as  a  rule,  expel  such  members;  never¬ 
theless,  any  member  expelled  by  a  District  shall  be  permitted  to 
make  an  appeal  to  Synod. 

3.  If  an  expelled  pastor  or  teacher  holds  office  in  a  congregation 
which  is  a  member  of  Synod,  then  such  congregation,  if  it  has  not 
already  done  so,  shall  be  held  to  depose  him  from  office,  and  deal 
with  him  in  accordance  with  the  Word  of  God,  notwithstanding  any 
appeal  he  may  have  made.  If  a  congregation  persistently  refuses 
to  do  so,  the  District  shall  take  such  congregation  to  task ;  and, 
if  all  negotiations  and  admonitions  fail  of  their  purpose,  such  con¬ 
gregation  shall  forfeit  its  right  of  membership  in  Synod. 

4.  All  those  who  are  expelled  from  Synod  do  thereby,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  lose  all  rights  of  membership  and  any  property  rights 
vested  in  Synod.  The  latter  also  holds  good  in  the  case  of  any 
member  who,  for  any  reason,  severs  his  connection  with  Synod. 

Article  XTV.  —  Amendments  to  Constitution. 

1.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution,  provided  that 
they  conflict  in  no  wise  with  the  provisions  laid  down  in  Art.  II 
and  Art.  VI. 

2.  Amendments,  to  be  considered  by  Synod,  must  be  presented 
in  writing.  A  separate  vote  must  be  taken  on  each  amendment  pro¬ 
posed.  A  motion  for  amendment  shall  not  be  considered  unless  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  present  shall  vote  in  favor 
of  such  amendment. 

3.  A  motion  for  amendment,  duly  voted  upon  and  carried,  shall 
be  published  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  Synod  within  three 
months  after  the  close  of  the  synodical  convention  in  three  succes¬ 
sive  issues  of  the  official  organs  of  Synod,  and  thus  be  submitted  to 
the  vote  of  the  various  congregations  of  Synod. 

4.  After  a  majority  of  the  congregations  shall  have  registered 
their  vote  in  writing  with  the  Secretary  of  Synod,  the  result  of  the 
vote  shall  be  announced  by  the  Secretary  through  the  official  organs 
of  Synod.  Such  amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall,  upon  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  fact,  immediately  become  effective.

Proceedings  of  30th  General  Convention, 

With  reference  to  the  New  Constitution  Synod  passed  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions :  — 

1)  That  the  newly  adopted  Constitution,  and  all  other  resolutions 
of  Synod  bearing  on  constitutional  matters,  be  submitted  through 
the  official  organs  to  the  congregations  for  their  ratification. 

2)  That  the  Committee  which  drafted  the  Constitution  be  given 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks,  and  that  the  same  brethren  (Prof.  L.  Fuer- 
bringer,  Pastor  Frit?.,  Mr.  Boehne)  be  requested  to  work  out  a  suit¬ 
able  set  of  By-laws  and  submit  the  same  at  the  next  convention. 

That  there  be  incorporated  in  the  new  By-laws  a  provision 
requiring  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  to  be  bonded. 

THE  GENERAL  PRESIDENCY. 

The  Conference  of  Adams  and  Allen  Counties,  Ind.,  had  sub¬ 
mitted  an  overture,  proposing  that  hereafter  at  least  one  of  the 
General  Vice-Presidents  be  released  from  pastoral  duties,  and  devote 
all  his  time  and  energies  to  his  ppsitipn  as  synodical  officer,  and  be 
salaried  accordingly  by  Synod.  The  purpose  of  this  arrangement 
should  be  to  give  the  necessary  assistance  to  the  General  President, 
who  is  quite  evidently  overburdened. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  special  committee,  Synod  declined 
to  create  an  independent  office  for  one  Vice-President,  not  because 
the  President  is  not  in  need  of  further  assistance,  but  because  Synod 
was  not  convinced  that  by  such  an  arrangement  there  could  be 
made  a  satisfactory  division  of  duties  and  work.  Synod  had  pre¬ 
viously  authorized  the  President  to  engage  a  competent  secretary,  and 
this  Convention  reaffirmed  the  desire  of  Synod  that  the  General 
President  employ  all  possible  help  in  his  work. 

ELECTIONS. 

Synod  adopted  the  following  new  code  of  regulations  for  the 
triennial  elections :  — 

1.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  elected  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  the  regulations  of  1914,  to  wit: 

A.  The  first  office  to  be  balloted  for  is  that  of  the  General  Presi¬ 
dent.  There  shall  be  no  ballot  for  Vice-Presidents  until  the  Presi¬ 
dent  has  been  elected. 

B.  The  five  men  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the 
nominating  ballot  shall  be  the  candidates  for  the  Presidency. 

C.  Immediately  after  the  nomination  of  the  five  candidates, 
ballots  bearing  their  names  shall  be  printed  for  the  election,  which 
shall  be  conducted  in  a  later  session  by  the  Committee  on  Elections. 

D.  The  General  President  and  the  Vice-Presidents  must  be 
elected  by  an  absolute  majority.  Elections  for  all  other  offices  shall 
be  decided  by  simple  plurality. 

E.  Accordingly,  if  on  the  first  ballot  no  one  of  the  five  presi¬ 
dential  candidates  shall  receive  an  absolute  majority,  the  name  of 
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the  candidate  receiving  the  least  number  shall  be  eliminated  from 
the  next  ballot.  This  process  of  eliminating  the  lowest  candidate 
shall  continue  until  the  highest  candidates  shall  have  secured  an 
absolute  majority. 

F.  When  the  President  has  been  elected,  candidates  for  the 
offices  of  General'  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  nominated  by  ballot.  For 
each  office  three  candidates  shall  be  nominated  (at  present  twelve 
candidates  for  four  vice-presidents),  and  these  shall  be  those  men 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  nominating  ballot. 
Thereafter  the  procedure  is  the  same  as  in  electing  a  President,  the 
lowest  candidate  being  eliminated  successively  until  the  required  num¬ 
ber  of  Vice-Presidents  are  elected  by  absolute  majority. 

G.  After  the  Vice-Presidents  have  been  elected,  their  relative 
rank  shall  be  determined  by  a  special  ballot,  the  man  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  being  the  First  Vice-President  and,  even¬ 
tually,  the  first  successor  to  the  President;  and  so  on. 

2.  The  Boards  of  all  synodical  institutions  (including  the  Con¬ 
cordia  Publishing  House)  shall  be  elected  in  the  following  manner: 
Each  District  within  whose  territory  lies  a  synodical  institution 
shall,  in  its  convention  next  prior  to  the  convention  of  the  Delegate 
Body,  nominate  a  double  slate  of  candidates  for  such  institution. 
The  District  Secretary  shall  forward  these  names  to  the  General 
Secretary,  who  will  compile  all  lists,  and  turn  them  over  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Elections  at  the  Delegate  Convention,  which  Committee 
shall  submit  same  to  Synod  for  ratification  or  changes  before  the 
printing  of  the  ballots. 

When  a  District  has  failed  to  make  such  nomination,  or  when 
men  nominated  are  unable  to  serve,  the  representatives  of  the  re¬ 
spective  District  assembled  at  the  Delegate  Convention  shall  forth¬ 
with  proceed  to  make  the  necessary  nominations. 

3.  The  procedure  in  the  election  of  the  General  Secretary,  General 
Treasurer,  General  Board  of  Control,  General  Mission  Board  (should 
such  be  created),  and  of  all  other  officers,  shall  be  as  follows:  Synod 
in  its  first  session  shall  by  ballot  elect  a  Nominating  Committee  of 
eleven  members,  of  whom  four  shall  be  pastors,  four  laymen,  and 
three  teachers.  Each  voter  shall  place  on  the  nominating  ballot  the 
name  of  but  one  pastor,  one  layman,  and  one  teacher.  The  four 
pastors,  four  laymen,  and  three  teachers  receiving  the  largest  number 
of  votes  shall  constitute  the  Nominating  Committee.  This  Committee 
shall  then  submit  to  Synod  for  the  above-mentioned  and  all  other 
offices  and  boards  not  otherwise  provided  for  a  double  slate  of  can¬ 
didates,  subject  to  ratification  or  change  by  Synod. 

4.  For  all  boards  or  commissions  whose  members  must  live  near 
each  other  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  submit  two  places,  one 
slate  for  each  of  these  two  separate  cities. 
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5.  The  names  on  all  ballots  shall  be  in  alphabetical  order. 

6.  This  code  of  regulations  shall  become  effective  with  this  Con¬ 
vention. 

Note.  —  The  results  of  the  1917  elections  are  ail  tabulated  under  the 
list  of  officers  and  boards  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

PARTITION  OP  THE  NEBRASKA  DISTRICT. 

The  petition  of  the  Nebraska  District  was  granted,  authorizing 
partition  of  said  District  if  found  necessary. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES. 

Resolved ,  That  all  resolutions  of  Synod  affecting  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  By-laws  be  submitted  for  ratification  to  the  congregations 
by  means  of  the  official  organs  of  Synod. 

REDUCING  NUMBER  OP  DELEGATES. 

On  the  past  scale  of  representation  in  the  Delegate  Conven¬ 
tion,  Synod  has  become  too  large  a  body,  both  for  effective  dispatch 
of  business  and  even  more  so  with  respect  to  the  quartering  of  dele¬ 
gates.  After  considering  various  propositions,  Synod 

Resolved,  1.  That  henceforth  from  five  to  ten  congregations  shall 
combine  to  form  an  electoral  circuit,  with  the  understanding  that 
the  relative  size  of  congregations  shall  determine  how  many  shall 
constitute  a  circuit,  provided,  however,  that  no  circuit  comprise  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  ten  congregations;  each  circuit,  as  here¬ 
tofore,  to  be  represented  by  a  clerical  and  a  lay  delegate. 

2.  That  henceforth  fifteen  advisory  pastors  and  fifteen  teachers, 
respectively,  shall  form  a  circuit  for  the  election  of  a  delegate.' 

3.  That,  after  a  Synodical  District  has  been  apportioned  into 
above-described  circuits,  the  remaining  fractional  group  shall  be  re¬ 
garded  as  a  circuit,  and  be  entitled  to  representation. 

ENTERTAINING  THE  DELEGATES. 

The  proposition  that  hereafter  congregations  pay  not  only  the 
traveling,  but  also  the  maintenance  expenses  of  their  delegates  while 
at  Synod,  in  order  to  relieve  the  congregations  in  the  convention  city 
of  the  cost  of  entertaining  delegates,  was  endorsed  by  the  committee, 
but  rejected  by  the  convention. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  men,  a  pastor,  a  layman, 
and  a  teacher,  be  appointed  by  the  President,  who  shall,  together 
with  the  President,  draw  up  Rules  of  Order  (in  German  and 
English)  for  the  sessions  of  Synod,  and  submit  same  to  the  next 
Convention. 
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REPORT  OF 

THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  CONCORDIA  PUBLISHING  HOUSE. 

The  Board  called  attention  to  the  enormous  increase  in  cost  of 
all  raw  materials,  necessitating  an  advance  in  prices  of  the  finished 
products.  Notwithstanding  increase  in  gross  receipts,  net  receipts 
for  the  triennium  have  shrunk  considerably. 

The  Lutheraner,  which  the  last  Synod  ordered  increased  to  twenty 
pages,  has  been  reduced  again  to  sixteen  pages,  partly  on  account 
of  the  increased  cost  of  paper,  partly  because  the  extra  four  pages 
could  not  be  devoted  to  reports  from  missionaries,  as  had  been 
expected. 

Synodical  Report. 

The  Board  reported  that  the  subscriptions  to  the  synodical  reports 
by  no  means  approximate  the  cost  of  publication.  Were  it  not  for 
the  fact  that  many  Districts  order  the  report  of  their  own  District 
in  wholesale  quantities  for  distribution  in  the  congregations,  there 
would  be  a  considerable  deficit.  But  since  more  Districts  are  dis¬ 
continuing  this  practise,  Synod  faces  a  deficit  in  the  publication 
of  various  reports. 

Two  possible  solutions  were  suggested.  First,  that  any  deficit 
on  this  account  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Treasury  of  Synod; 
secondly,  that  the  synodical  reports  appear  as  a  quarterly  publication, 
each  number  containing  the  reports  of  several  Districts.  This  would 
necessitate  condensing  each  report  considerably,  which  might  detract 
from  its  value. 

In  spite  of  every  effort  to  collect  the  same,  approximately  $4,000 
in  synodical  dues  is  still  outstanding.  As  it  seems  impossible  to 
collect  this  sum,  the  Board  suggested  charging  this  amount  to 
profit  and  loss.

20,  by  Rev.  F.  C.  G.  Schumm;  a  Reformation  pro¬ 
gram;  a  Christmas  program;  Fourteen  Days  in  a  Mine;  John  Hus,  by 
Rev.  Wm.  Dallmann;  Concordia  Lesson  Helps;  The  Difference,  a  Popular 
Guide  to  Denominational  History  and  Doctrine,  by  Rev.  I.  J.  Monson;  The

tuation,  by  Prof.  C.  Abbetmeyer ;  The  Case  against  the  Lodge,  by  B.  M. 
Holt;  King  Otto’s  Crown,  by  Mary  E.  Ireland;  Churchgoing,  by  Rev.  Wm. 
Dallmann. 

The  net  profits  of  the  Publishing  House  for  the  past  three  years 
have  been  as  follows:  1914 — 15,  $85,000;  1915 — 16,  $115,000; 
1916—17,  $95,000;  total,  $295,000. 

Report  of  Committee. 

The  committee  to  which  the  above  report  was  referred  made  the 
following  recommendations,  all  of  which  were  accepted  by  Synod :  — 

1)  That  the  reduction  of  the  Lutheraner  from  twenty  to  sixteen 
pages  be  ratified,  but  that  this  publication  be  increased  again  to 
twenty  pages  as  soon  as  practicable. 

2  a)  That  the  publication  of  the  Synodical  Reports  continue 
as  at  present,  inasmuch  as  no  actual  deficit  has  resulted  as  yet;  that 
the  respective  Districts  be  encouraged  to  continue  or  introduce  the 
practise  of  ordering  their  reports  wholesale  for  general  distribution 
in  the  congregations. 

b)  That  the  suggestion  to  have  the  Districts  take  up  the  doctrines 
for  discussion  in  alphabetical  order,  and  to  have  these  doctrinal  papers 
published  in  book  form  annually,  be  declared  impracticable. 

3)  That  the  outstanding  synodical  dues  be  charged  to  profit 
and  loss,  inasihuch  as  it  seems  impossible  to  collect  them. 

Latin-German-English  Edition  of  Book  of  Concord. 

The  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  St.  Louis  advised 
the  publication  of  a  Latin-German-English  edition  of  the  Book  of 
Concord.  The  committee  to  which  this  matter  was  referred  recom¬ 
mended  the  publication  of  the  same,  adding  the  suggestion  that  every 
congregation  place  a  copy  in  its  sacristy. 

STATISTICAL  MATTERS. 

A.  “Statistical  Year-Book.” 

Resolved,  That  the  Statistical  Year-Book  be  published  annually, 
as  formerly. 

B.  Publication  of  Statistics  in  the  Periodicals. 

The  English  District  had  recommended  that  each  year  a  sta¬ 
tistical  number  of  the  Lutheraner  and  Lutheran  Witness  be  published. 
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Resolved,  to  continue  the  present  practise  of  publishing  complete 
statistics  of  the  English  District  in  the  Lutheran  Witness  and  only 
summaries  in  the  Lutheraner. 

C.  Compilation  of  Statistics. 

Resolved,  That  all  District  Treasurers  be  urgently  requested  to 
close  their  books  on  December  31st,  and  report  the  total  receipts  to 
Synod’s  statistician;  that  all  moneys,  collected  for  whatsoever  pur¬ 
pose,  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  District  Treasurers,  and  that  the 
treasurers  of  all  charitable  organizations  be  requested  to  report  to 
the  respective  District  Treasurer  the  amount  of  moneys  received  by 
them  directly. 

JUVENILE  LITERATURE. 

The  Board  for  Juvenile  Literature,  consisting  of  Prof.  Th. 
Graebner,  Pastors  A.  G.  Merz,  R.  Jesse,  W.  H.  Behrens,  and  Teacher 
L.  H.  Becker,  has  held  monthly  meetings  since  its  organization  in 
the  fall  of  1914.  It  has  read  775  books,  finding  305  unfit.  All  books 
were  graded,  those  receiving  60  per  cent,  or  better  being  listed  as 
having  received  the  approval  of  the  Board.  The  grading  was  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  interest  aroused  by  the  contents,  the  educational  value, 
the  rhetorical  style,  the  illustrations,  and  the  general  make-up  of 
the  book.  A  number  of  books  have  been  rewritten,  others  read  in 
manuscript  and  recommended  for  publication.  Among  the  latter 
are:  The  Shadow  of  a  Crime,  Fourteen  Days  in  a  Mine,  King 
Otto’s  Crown.  Other  manuscripts  are  under  consideration. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted :  — 

1.  That  all  pastors,  teachers,  and  parents  should  make  diligent 
use  of  the  list  compiled  by  the  Board  when  purchasing  juvenile 
literature. 

2.  That  the  Board  be  encouraged  to  continue  its  valuable  work. 

3.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  enlarge  itself,  if  it  deems  this 
advisable,  by  electing  competent  men  to  its  membership. 

4.  That  members  of  Synod  direct  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
such  books  as  they  deem  proper  for  the  youth. 

5.  That  Synod  express  its  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the 
work  done  by  the  Board. 


FINANCIAL  MATTERS. 


RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  LAY  DELEGATES. 

The  lay  delegates  held  several  meetings  during  the  convention, 
and  through  Mr.  Theodore  Lamprecht,  of  New  York,  submitted  the 
following  propositions  and  recommendations/  which  Synod  received 
with  much  joy,  and  unanimously  adopted  as  its,  own  resolutions :  — 
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1.  Whereas,  Also  this  year,  as  in  former  years,  a  heavy  debt  , 
rests  on  the  Synod,  which  debt  will  be  increased  in  the  ensuing 
months ;  and 

2.  Whereas,  We,  the  lay -members  of  the  congregations,  con¬ 
stitute  that  part  of  the  Synod  which  must  contribute  the  necessary 
moneys,  and  which  should  find  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  this 
purpose  without  burdening  our  pastors  with  the  collecting  of  these 
funds,  and  thus  robbing  them  of  much  of  the  time  which  they  need 
for  the  more  important  duties  of  their  calling;  and 

3.  Whereas,  Despite  a  communicant  membership  of  nearly 
600,000,  our,  congregations  fail  to  raise  the  money  needed  for  syn¬ 
odical  purposes,  which  failure  indicates  lack  of  information  con¬ 
cerning  our  synodical  needs,  and  also  inefficient  methods  for  col¬ 
lecting  moneys  in  many  congregations;  and 

4.  Whereas,  A  yearly  average  contribution  of  only  one  dol¬ 
lar  ($1)  for  each  communicant  member  of  every  congregation  would 
provide  the  necessary  funds,  and  would  not  only  fill,  as  it  should  be 
filled,  the  treasury  for  the  support  of  retired  pastors  and  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  pastors  and  teachers,  but  would  also  make  possible 
the  necessary  increase  in  salaries  for  our  professors;  and 

5.  Whereas,  It  would  be  a  matter  of  humiliation  if  so  small 
a  contribution  —  one  dollar  a  year  per  communicant  member,  or  two 
cents  a  week — should  not,  in  this  year  of  the  Four-hundredth  Anni¬ 
versary  of  the  Reformation,  be  given  by  every  congregation  of  an 
orthodox  Lutheran  synod  for  the  spreading  of  the  true  doctrine; 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  we,  the  lay-delegates  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  Other  States,  declare  our 
willingness  to  call  the  attention  of  every  congregation  represented 
by  us  to  the  financial  needs  of  Synod,  and  to  do  our  duty  in  this 
matter,  and  to  recommend  to  each  congregation  that  an  average 
yearly  contribution  of  one  dollar  be  raised  for  synodical  purposes 
for  each  communicant  member.  We  promise  to  work  with  every 
legitimate  means  to  accomplish  this  end. 

In  order  to  provide  ways  and  means  to  carry  out  this  resolution, 
we  submit  the  following :  — 

Since  Synod  obligates  the  lay-delegates  especially,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Presidents  of  the  respective  Districts,  to  see  to  the 
carrying  out  of  the  synodical  resolutions  during  the  ensuing  three 
years;  and  since  the  same  duty  is  placed  on  the  Visitors  of  the  Di¬ 
stricts,  we  recommend  to  Synod  that  these  lay-delegates  be  organized 
according  to  Visitation  Districts,  so  that  they  may  perform  these 
duties  in  a  systematic  way.  In  addition,  we  recommend  that  the 
General  President  of  Synod  see  to  it  that  each  District  President 
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receive  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  lay-delegates  from  his  District. 
The  latter  should  see  to  it  that  the  Visitors  in  his  District  receive 
a  list  of  the  lay-delegates  in  their  respective  Visitation  District. 

Furthermore,  we  recommend  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  each 
Visitor  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  lay-delegates  in  his  Visitation  Dis¬ 
trict  for  the  purpose  of  organizing.  In  order  that  this  organization 
may  have  direct  connection  with  each  and  every  congregation  in  the 
Visitation  District,  we  advise  that  from  each  of  the  congregations  to 
which  these  lay-delegates  do  not  belong  one  member  be  elected  by 
the  congregation  to  this  organization.  It  is  advisable  to  hold  these 
elections  before  the  Visitor  calls  together  the  delegates,  the  time  and 
place  for  such  meeting  to  be  determined  in  due  order  by  the  Visitor 
and  the  delegates. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  organization  thus  created  the  Visitor 
should  be  prepared  to  give  all  necessary  information  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  condition  of  the  different  treasuries  of  Synod,  and 
also  about  the  number  of  communicants  in  every  congregation  of  his 
Visitation  District,  so  that  every  congregation  may  know  what  con¬ 
tribution  should  be  raised  by  it  on  the  basis  of  the  average  yearly 
rate.  If  a  congregation'  decides  that  it  will  adopt  and  carry  out  this 
plan,  the  Visitor  of  the  district  should  exert  his  influence,  through 
the  lay-delegate  and  through  the  pastor  of  the  congregation,  to  effect 
the  carrying  out  of  these  resolutions.  Each  congregation  will,  of 
course,  determine  how  the  promised  sum  of  money  is  to  be  collected. 

We  believe  that  by  this  plan  the  yearly  deficit  can  be  avoided, 
and  that  thus  our  pastors  can  be  freed,  in  a  large  measure,  from  the 
time-consuming  and  delicate  work  of  personally  collecting  such 
moneys.  Besides,  we  believe  that  through  such  an  organization  the 
contributions  for  congregational  purposes  will  soon  be  increased,  so 
that  our  pastors  and  teachers  can  be  cared  for  as  God’s  Word  com¬ 
mands  and  their  station  requires. 

LUTHERAN  LAYMEN’S  LEAGUE.  (L.  L.  L.) 

Mr.  Benjamin  Bosse  and  Mr.  John  Boehne,  both  of  Evansville, 
Ind.,  announced  the  formation  of  a  Lutheran  Laymen’s  League,  whose 
purpose  it  is  to  raise  $100,000  in  this  Jubilee  Year  to  cancel  the  debt 
in  the  various  synodical  treasuries.  Contributions  are  desired  only 
from  wealthy  Lutherans,  who  can  well  afford  to  contribute  to  this 
Fund  without  curtailing  their  other  contributions.  The  names  of 
such  Lutherans  should  be  given  the  League. 

Synod  expressed  its  elation  over  this  announcement,  and  wished 
the  Lutheran  Laymen’s  League  God’s  richest  blessings  and  success 
in  its  noble  undertaking.

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4.  HOME  MISSION. 

NB.  A  prompt  comparison  of  the  reports  of  the  several  Mission  Boards 
and  my  account  below  is  not  always  possible  because  some  of  the  Boards 
are  still  maintaining  a  fiscal  year  different  from  that  of  Synod,  and  also 
because  some  Boards,  for  instance,  Home  Mission  in  Foreign  Countries,  in 
their  own  reports  do  not  include  the  costs  of  administration,  such  as  ex¬ 
change  charges,  cable  charges,  and  the  like.

We  have  examined  the  books  of  the  General  Treasurer  for  the  three 
fiscal  years  1914,  1915,  and  1916,  and  have  certified  to  the  proper  official 
Auditing  Board  of  the  Synod  the  correctness  of  these  books.  The  above 
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report  has  not  been  examined  by  us,  but  as  it  covers  the  same  items  as 
the  three  separate  reports  for  the  three  years,  we  rather  think  that  the 
cost  of  checking  up  this  report  can  be  saved,  since  the  three  annual  re¬ 
ports  have  been  published,  and  since,  moreover,  the  final  balance  of  the 
above  cannot  be  different  from  the  balance  of  January  1,  1917,  which  has 
been  certified  by  us  as  correct  on  January  8,  1917.  We  hereby  certify 
that  it  is  the  same  as  printed  above,  except  only  that  in  the  debit  column 
five  items,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  have  been  contracted  into  one.

Report  of  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Auditing  Committee,  Messrs.  Wm.  Schlake,  Louis  Heitbrink, 
and  C.  H.  Dehning,  reported  that  it  had  the  books  of  Synod’s 
Treasurer  and  Concordia  Publishing  House  audited  by  Rod¬ 
way  &  Stone,  certified  public  accountants;  that  it  had  convinced 
itself  of  the  correctness  of  this  firm’s  reports,  and  had  received 
reports  from  several  of  Synod’s  Boards.  The  committee  recommended 
that  an  inventory  be  taken  of  all  real  estate  owned  by  Synod  and  all 
buildings  thereon,  the  valuations  then  to  be  placed  upon  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer.  It  recommended  further  that  steps  be  taken  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  titles  to  the  various  properties  are 
properly  vested  in  Synod. 

The  firm  of  Rodway  &  Stone,  as  well  as  Synod’s  Auditing  Com¬ 
mittee,  took  occasion  to  express  itself  in  terms  of  highest  praise  for 
the  manner  in  which  the  books  are  kept  by  Mr.  Seuel,  and  congratu¬ 
lated  Synod  on  having  so  capable  and  efficient  a  Treasurer  and  General 
Manager. 

In  connection  with  this  report  Synod  adopted  the  following 
resolutions :  — 

1)  To  accept  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

2)  To  extend  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Treasurer  for  his 
faithful  services. 

To  pay  Dr.  Pieper  the  sum  of  $1,000,  Synod  having  voted  him 
$1,500  in  1911,  with  which  to  seek  recuperation,  of  which  appropria¬ 
tion  he  had,  however,  drawn  but  $500.  Since  this  was  a  definite 
appropriation,  made  without  conditions  of  any  kind,  the  balance  was 
ordered  paid. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION  FUND. 

The  Church  Extension  Board  made  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations  :  — 

1.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  congregations  receiving  loans  are 
required  to  give  the  Board  a  first  mortgage  on  their  property,  the 
Board  feels  it  should  be  permitted  to  loan  a  congregation  up  to 
three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  the  building,  the  present  maximum  being 
one-half  of  such  cost.  This  recommendation  was  not  accepted. 
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2.  All  applications  for  loans  should  be  endorsed  not  only  by  the 
President,  but  also  by  the  Church  Extension  Board  (or  Mission 
Board)  of  the  respective  District.  Accepted. 

3.  The  Board  inquired  as  to  the  advisability  of  making  further 
loans  to  congregations  in  Canada  during  the  period  of  the  war. 

Synod  decided  that  the  Board  should  exercise  great  care  in  the 
placing  of  such  loans,  but  should  continue  to  make  them  where  the 
interest  of  our  mission-work  would  seem  to  demand  it. 

4.  The  Board  submitted  to  Synod  for  its  approval  a  form  for 
application.  Decided  that  the  form  of  application  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Board. 

5.  The  Board  recommended  that  section  seven  of  the  regulations 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  “Congregations  receiving  loans  out 
of  this  Fund  are  expected  to  pay  oS  10  per  cent,  of  the  principal 
each  year  for  the  first  five  years.  The  sixth  year  the  balance  is  to 
be  paid.  A  congregation  unable  to  do  this  should  make  application 
for  extension  of  time,  and  continue  to  pay  off  10  per  cent,  annually.” 
Recommendation  accepted. 

Pastor  Bartels  having  resigned  from  the  Board  on  account  of  ill 
health,  Synod  extended  him  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  services. 

Decided  that  the  editors  of  our  periodicals  give  prominence  to 
appeals  for  the  Jubilee  Fund. 

Decided  that  in  future  the  Church  Extension  Board  consist  of 
six  members  instead  of  three.

SIMPLIFICATION  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

This  matter  has  been  before  Synod  several  times.  Three  years 
ago  a  commission  was  appointed  to  study  this  matter  and  report  at 
the  present  session.  This  commission  presented  plans  for  very  decided 
simplification  of  accounts,  suggesting  the  combining  of  various  funds. 
On  recommendation  of  the  committee  to  which  this  report  was  re¬ 
ferred,  most  of  the  suggestions  were  not  adopted  by  Synod.  The 
following  were  endorsed  and  accepted:  — 

1.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  erection 
of  new  buildings,  or  repairs  to  buildings  are  to  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  Building  Fund. 

2.  All  moneys  received  for  a  special  object,  for  which  there  is 
no  regular  account,  are  to  be  entered  on  a  “Miscellaneous  Account,” 
and  forwarded  by  the  respective  treasurer  directly  (not  through  the 
General  Treasurer  or  any  commission).  If  it  cannot  be  determined 
who  is  the  properly  authorized  person  to  receive  such  moneys,  or  if 
aid  is  no  longer  necessary,  such  moneys  are  to  be  transferred  to  the 
General  Mission  Account,  unless  ordered  refunded  by  the  donor. 

3.  All  moneys,  including  those  for  ■  the  various  funds  of  the 
;  General  Body,  should  be  remitted  to  the  respective  District  Treasurer 
'and  by  him  to  the  General  Treasurer.  Officers  of  Synod  receiving 
moneys  should  remit  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  from  which 
the  money  was  received.  Only  by  this  means  can  the  books  of  the 
various  District  Treasurers  and  those  of  the  General  Treasurer  be 
made  to  agree,  and  the  Districts  be  properly  credited  for  funds 
originating  in  them. 
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4.  At  the  beginning  of  each  year  all  District  Treasurers  should 
report  to  the  General  Treasurer  the  total  receipts  in  each  fund,  the 
number  of  communicants  in  their  respective  District,  and  the  average 
contribution  per  communicant  member.  The  General  Treasurer  will 
arrange  these  reports  alphabetically,  and  forward  them  to  each 
District  President. 

5.  The  District  Presidents,  with  the  cooperation  of. the  visitors, 
are  to  keep  the  pastors  and  congregations  of  their  respective  District 
informed  of  the  needs  of  the  various  funds,  and  to  encourage  the  same 
to  a  faithful  performance  of  their  duty. 

6.  Every  six  months,  in  J anuary  and  July,  the  General  President 
of  Synod  shall  publish  a  budget  for  all  synodical  funds,  benevolence 
funds  excepted,  including  any  present  deficits,  deducting  present 
balances. 

AUDIT  OP  THE  BOOKS  OP  BOARDS  OF  SUPERVISION. 

Synod  decided  that  in  the  future  the  Auditing  Committee  either 
itself  audit,  or  have  audited  by  competent  accountants,  the  books 
(including  the  current  expense  fund)  of  the  treasurers  of  the  Boards 
of  Supervision  of  our  several  institutions.  The  Committee  was 
directed  to  request  an  audited  report  also  from  the  Boards  of  insti¬ 
tutions  under  the  jurisdiction  of  some  District;  also  from  the  Board 
of  Immanuel  College.  The  Committee  will  then  make  a  report  to 
the  President  of  Synod. 

USE  OF  A  SURPLUS  IN  ANY  FUND. 

Since  reports  show  that,  while  some  funds  have  a  deficit,  there  is, 
at  the  same  time,  a  surplus  in  others,  it  was  decided  that  such  surplus 
should  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Treasurer,  where  it  can 
be  used  to  the  advantage  of  Synod  as  a  whole,  and  should  not  be 
turned  over  to  the  respective  Board. 

TRANSFER  OF  EXPENSES. 

Synod  decided  that  expenses  incurred  by  keeping  our  institutions 
of  learning  in,  good  repair  should  henceforth  be  defrayed  out  of  the 
Building  Fund,  and  no  longer  out  of  the  Synodical  Treasury.

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LEGACIES. 

The  Commission  on  Legacies  reported  that  it  had  charge  of 
legacies  valued  at  $52,931.52.  The  interest  is  collected  and  disbursed 
for  the  designated  objects  by  the  General  Treasurer  of  Synod.  The 
Commission  expressed  the  belief  that  all  Boards  having  legacies 
should  at  least  report  their  holdings  to  Synod’s  Commission  on 
Legacies.  Only  a  few  Boards  responded  to  the  request  this  year. 

Since  a  number  of  Synod’s  funds  are  always  depleted,  not  all 
of  the  legacies  are  invested ;  but  some  are  loaned  to  these  funds  at 
5  per  cent,  interest. 

The  Northern  Illinois  District  reported  five  legacies  valued  at 
$2,866.91,  and  a  piece  of  real  estate.  These  are  drawing  3  per  cent, 
and  4  per  cent,  interest. 

The  Teachers’  College  at  River  Forest  reported  two  legacies, 
of  $5,000  each,  the  one  invested  at  4  per  cent.,  the  other  at  6  per  cent. 

Concordia  College  at  Fort  Wayne  reported  eighteen  legacies 
valued  at  $25,975.56,  besides  $30,000  received  from  the  sale  of  the 
college  farm.  This  latter  money  has  been  loaned  to  Synod. 

St.  John’s  College  at  Winfield  reported  three  legacies  totaling 
$650,  which  make  up  the  St.  John’s  Endowment  Fund.  A  further 
legacy  of  $200  is  designated  for  indigent  students  at  the  school. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  on  recommendation  of 
the  committee  to  -which  the  above  report  had  been  referred :  —

5.  I  give,  bequeath,  and  devise  to  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  Other  States,  and  to  its  assigns,  forever,  the 
following  property,  to  wit:  (here  name  and  specify  property  to  be 
conveyed  to  Synod),  such  property  to  be  disposed  of  by  said  Synod,' 
or  in  any  manner  utilized  for  (here  name  object),  or  for  some  other 
use  determined  by  said  Synod. 

Note.  —  By  changing  the  name  of  the  beneficiary  these  forms 
may  be  used  for  bequests  to  a  District  of  Synod,  to  any  one  of  its 
institutions,  or  to  a  congregation.  Forms  1,  3,  and  4  are  for  bequests 
of  a  sum  of  money,  forms  2  and  5  for  bequests  of  real  estate.  In  any 
case  make  certain  that  the  beneficiary  of  your  bequest  is  an  incorpo¬ 
rated  body.  Otherwise  bequeath  to  Synod,  and  state  the  specific 
object  of  your  bequest,  and  Synod  will  make  proper  transfer. 


RELIEF  AND  SUPPORT. 

GENERAL  BOARD  OE  RELIEF. 

This  Board  submitted  a  detailed  financial  statement,  properly 
audited,  showing  receipts  and  expenditures  in  its  various  special 
treasuries,  including  an  accounting  of  the  legacies  in  its  charge. 
For  the  support  of  invalid  pastors  and  teachers,  and  of  needy  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  pastors  and  teachers,  the  sum  of  $11,547.50 
was  expended.  About  $12,000  was  given  in  support  to  needy  con¬ 
gregations  from  the  General  Fund.  The  Board  also  in  its  special 
fund  received  and  transferred  $4,570.51  for  relief  specifically  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  donors,  such  as  congregations  suffering  from  earth¬ 
quakes  and  cyclones,  war-sufferers  in  Canada,  Europe,  and  Asia., 

SUPPORT  OF  INVALID  SERVANTS  OF  THE  CHURCH 
AND  THEIR  DEPENDENTS. 

A  number  of  suggestions  and  plans  were  submitted  to  Synod 
anent  this  matter,  all  of  which  were  referred  to  a  committee.  The 
recommendations  of  this  committee,  accepted  by  Synod,  follow:  — 

I.  As  Synod  has  in  the  past  provided  for  the  support  of  its 
invalid*  and  incapacitated  professors,  their  dependents,  widows,  and 
orphans,  so  it  shall  in  future  also  provide  for  the  support  of  invalid 
and  incapacitated  pastors  and  parish  schoolteachers,  and  for  the 
dependents,  widows  and  orphans,  of  the  deceased  pastors  and  teachers. 
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In  place  of  the  Relief  Funds  of  the  General  Body  and  of  the  Districts, 
a  Support  and  Pension  Fund  shall  be  created,  with  the  distinct  under¬ 
standing  that,  wherever  support  is  necessary,  sufficient  support  be 
granted. 

II,  This  fund  shall  receive 

a)  the  net  profits  of  the  Homiletic  Magazine  and  the  Schulblatt; 

b)  ten  per  cent,  of  .the  net  profits  of  Concordia  Publishing  House; 

c)  the  legacies  held  by  Synod  and  the  various  Districts  of  Synod 
for  this  purpose,  in  so  far  as  these  can  be  legally  received;  also 
future  legacies  for  this  purpose; 

d)  collections  from  congregations,  free-will  contributions  from 
professors,  pastors,  and  teachers,  and  other  donations. 

IH.  A  Board  shall  be  elected  to  administer  this  fund,  the  majority 
to  consist  of  laymen.  Its  duties  shall  be : 

a)  To  receive  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  subcom¬ 
mittees;  to  decide  whether  or  not  applicants  are  entitled  to  support 
(in  case  of  disagreement  the  respective  District  to  decide  the  matter)  ; 

b)  To  report  its  decisions  to  the  respective  subcommittees; 

c)  To  create  a  permanent  fund  by  receiving  legacies  and  gifts, 
of  which  the  interest  only  shall  be  used; 

d)  To  instruct  its  treasurer  to  make  the  required  payments ; 

e)  To  assist  the  subcommittees  in  the  raising  of  money; 

f)  To  keep'' the  subcommittees  informed  as  to  the  number  of 
persons  receiving  support,  amount  required,  condition  of  treasury,  etc., 
by  giving  them  reports  at  least  semiannually; 

g)  To  submit  a  detailed  report  to  the  Delegate  Synod; 

h)  To  publish  from  time  to  time  reports  and  suitable  articles 
regarding  its  work. 

NB.  The  present  District  Relief  Boards  will  serve  as  subcom¬ 
mittees  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  District. 

IY.  Each  District  shall  elect  a  subcommittee,  the  number  of 
members  and  their  term  of  office  to  be  determined  by  the  District. 
It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  subcommittees : 

a)  To  examine  all  applications  for  support,  and  report  the  same 
together  with  their  recommendations  in  the  matter  to  the  General 
Board; 

b)  In  cooperation  with  the  visitors  to  see  to  it  that  sufficient 
contributions  are  forthcoming  from  their  respective  Districts; 

c)  To  submit  detailed  reports  to  the  District  Synod. 

Y.  The  Board  will  be  guided  by  the  following  regulations :  — 
Entitled  to  support  are: 

a)  Professors,  pastors,  teachers,  who  are  obliged  to  resign  because 
of  the  infirmities  of  old  age  or  sickness. 
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Exceptions : 

1.  Those  who,  although  incapacitated  for  their  profession,  are 
able  and  have  opportunity  to  support  themselves  by  other  work; 

2.  Those  who  have  sufficient  resources,  and  are  in  no  need  of 
support  on  the  part  of  Synod ; 

3.  Those  who  have  been  removed  from  office  on  proved  charges, 
or  who  have  resigned  to  take  up  a  secular  calling. 

b)  The  widows  and  dependent  children  of  professors,  pastors, 
and  teachers. 

Exceptions : 

1.  If  the  widow  remarry; 

2.  If  the  widow  engage  in  an  occupation  which  sufficiently  pro¬ 
vides  for  her  support. 

For  the  membership  of  this  Board  see  “Election  Results.” 

Synod  directed  this  Board  to  make  suitable  recommendations  in 
this  matter  to  the  next  Delegate  Synod,  and  to  consider  especially 
the  advisability  of  establishing  a  regular  pension  system.  i 


Grievances  and  Appeals. 

A  special  committee  was  elected  by  Synod  for  each  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  appeals,  with  results  as  noted :  — 

X.  Appeal  of  Pastors  L.  Brauer,  H.  Koester,  and  C.  0.  Danitschek. 
—  Action  of  President  Juengel  and  the  Kansas  District  sustained. 

2.  Grievance  of  Pastor  J.  H.  Fuhrmann.  —  Synod  declined  to 
reopen  this  case,  and  instructed  the  Secretary  to  caution  Pastor 
Fuhrmann  against  continuing  his  abuse  of  Synod  and  its  officers. 

3.  Appeal  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Folkers,  of  Sterling,  Ill.  —  Action  of 
Iowa  District  sustained. 

4.  Appeal  of  Mr.  H.  Pieper  and  wife,  of  Edwardsville,  Ill.  — 
Ko  action  because  documentary  evidence  was  not  furnished  by  ap¬ 
pellant. 

5.  Protest  of  Pastors  Discher  and  Runge  in  the  “Springfield 
Matter.”  —  Protest  not  sustained,  and  action  of  synodical  committee 
of  1914  endorsed. 
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INTERSYNODICAL  MATTERS. 


AMALGAMATION  OF  SYNODS. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  Synod  at  its  sessions  in  1914  re¬ 
ported  as'  follows :  — 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  esteemed  President  of  Synod 
(see  1914  report,  p.  175)  has  endeavored  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
of  its  appointment,  and  begs  to  submit  to  Synod  the  following :  — 

After  holding  four  meetings,  in  which  the  matter  of  amalgama¬ 
tion  of  all  synods  confessing  the  true  faith  was  most  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  and  weighed,  your  Committee  met  on  May  5,  1915,  with 
a  similar  committee  of  the  General  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  and  Other  States.  Three  sessions 
were  held,  in  which  the  plans  of  each  committee  anent  this  matter 
were  very  carefully  considered.  Both  committees  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  a  closer  union  of  the  synods  now  forming  the  Synodical 
Conference  is  desirable,  such  union  to  be  brought  about  by  the  amal¬ 
gamation  of  these  synods  into  one  general  body.  The  following 
basis  was  agreed  upon :  — 

1.  All  synods  forming  the  Synodical  Conference  shall  disband. 

2.  The  proposed  new  body  shall  be  known  as  “The  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synodical  Conference  of  North  America.” 

3.  The  thus  reorganized  Synodical  Conference  shall  take  charge 
of,  and  administer,  all  general  missions. 

4.  This  Synodical  Conference  shall  take  over  the  administration 
and  maintenance  of  the  publication  concerns. 

5.  This  Synodical  Conference  shall  take  over  the  administration 
and  maintenance  of  the  theological  seminaries. 

6.  If  a  District  or  Districts  in  whose  territory  there  is  a  pre¬ 
paratory  school  (“Gymnasium”)  should  desire  to  take  over  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  maintenance  of  such  school,  the  General  Body  shall 
give  the  control  of  that  school  over  to  such  District  or  Districts. 

,  7.  All  property  of  the  present  synods  shall  be  transferred  to  the 

new  body. 

8.  The  General  Body  shall  be  divided  into  State  or  District 
Synods. 

Since  that  meeting  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Wis¬ 
consin,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  and  Other  States,  assembled  in  regular 
session  in  July,  1916,  has  adopted  the  following  resolution  and 
-  amendment  thereto :  — 

“Inasmuch  as  our  Synod  is  already  divided  into  Districts,  and 
the  union  in  our  General  Body  has  prospered  and  the  plan  for  the 
consolidation  or  amalgamation  of  all  synods  within  the  Synodical 
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Conference  tends  toward  general  confusion,  this  plan  is  not  acceptable 
to  us.”  — Amendment :  “That  our  General  Body  consider  this  matter 
after  a  reorganization  shall  have  taken  place.”  (See  report,  p.  114.) 

In  view  of  this  resolution  your  Committee  has  deemed  it  useless 
to  continue  its  activities,  but  would  like  to  recommend  that  Synod 
declare  itself  ready  and  willing  to  take  up  this  matter  again,  as  soon 
as  the  Wisconsin  Synod  is  willing  to  consider  this  matter  further.

Resolved,  That  the  General  President  appoint  a  committee  that 
shall  be  prepared  to  treat  with  the  Wisconsin  Synod  as  soon  as  the 
Wisconsin  Synod  is  so  inclined. 


INTERSYNODICAL  CONFERENCES. 

Report  of  Committee. 

For  more  than  two  years  intersy nodical  conferences  have  been 
held  particularly  in  the  Northwest,  which  have  engaged  the  attention 
also  of  those  not  directly  taking  part.  One  result  of  these  conferences 
is  the  following  communication :  — 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  May  10,  1917. 
To  the  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  Other  States  :  — 

We  pastors  of  the  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Ohio,  and  Missouri  Synods, 
assembled  for  an  intersynodical  conference  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  should 
like  to  submit  to  Synod  the  result  of  our  discussions  on  contro¬ 
verted  doctrines  in  a  number  of  conferences,  and  enclose  documents 
for  this  purpose.  We  should  like  to  suggest  that  Synod  appoint 
a  committee  to  examine  these  documents  in  conjunction  with  similar 
committees  from  the  other  synods,  or  that  Synod  take  any  other 
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feasible  steps  to  bring  about  complete  unity  of  doctrine  in  the 
several  synods.

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  result  of  our  deliberations :  — 

Your  Committee  recognizes  the  efforts  which  have  been  put  forth 
privately  by  members  of  our  Synod,  the  Iowa  Synod,  and  the  Ohio 
Synod,  as  having  a  laudable  and  worthy  object.  The  documents 
which  were  given  your  Committee  for  inspection  clearly  show  that 
the  discussions  have  not  been  without  fruit. 

It  is  very  evident  that  there  exists  an  earnest  and  proper  desire 
to  remove  in  a  God-pleasing  manner  the  doctrinal  differences  sep¬ 
arating  the  several  Lutheran  synods. 

On  the  other  hand,  your  Committee  has  gained  the  conviction 
that  these  efforts  have  reached  such  proportions  that  they  can  no 
longer  be  considered  a  private  matter. 

We  believe  that  a  proper  estimate  of  the  results  achieved  can¬ 
not  be  made  by  Synod  at  its  present  sessions,  and  yet  such  an  esti¬ 
mate  should  be  made  by  Synod  and  in  the  name  of  Synod. 

We  believe  this  should  be  done  at  once. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  Synod  that  it  carry  out  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  the  communication  submitted,  and  elect  a  committee 
which  shall'  examine  these  documents,  be  prepared  to  treat  with 
similar  committees  representing  other  Lutheran  synods,  and  offer 
advice  where  these  efforts  are  being  put  forth  within  our  circles. 

This  report  was  adopted. 

The  following  committee  was  elected  by  ballot:  Prof.  Mezger, 
of  the  Concordia  Seminary  Faculty;  Pastor  J.  G.  F.  Kleinhans, 
President  of  the  Southern  Illinois  District;  and  Pastor  0.  L.  Hohen-

MISCELLANEOUS. 

COMMUNION  WINE  AND  PROHIBITION. 

As  recent  Federal  legislation  would  make  it  impossible  for  the 
brethren  in  some  States  to  secure  communion  wine,  President  Pfo- 
tenhauer,  upon  request,  appointed  a  special  committee,  No.  20,  to 
look  into  this  matter  and  recommend  action  to  this  Synod. 

The  committee  reported :  — 

“With  reference  to  the  legislative  paragraph  that  concerns  us: 
‘That  no  letter,  postal  card,  circular,’  etc.  (see  Public  —  No.  380  — 
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64th  Congress  H.  R.  19410,  pp.  12. 13),  the  Postoffi.ee  Department  at 
Washington  has  given  the  following  advice  under  date  of  June  12,! 
1917 :  — 

“  ‘This  Act  makes  unmailable  all  matter  containing  advertise¬ 
ments  or  solicitations  for  orders  for  intoxicating  liquor,  without  ex¬ 
ception,  concerning  the  use  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  put  such 
liquors,  and  the  Department  will  accordingly  be  compelled  to  regard 
as  unmailable  all  such  matter,  irrespective  of  the  person  addressed,  or 
the  purpose  for  which  the  wine  is  sold,  when  addressed  to  territory 
covered  by  the  Act,  on  and  after  July  1st  next.’ 

“Since  such  a  law  would  make  it  impossible  for  pastors  and  con¬ 
gregations  in  dry  States  to  obtain  communion  wine,  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  following  letter  be  at  once  dispatched  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States :  — 

“Milwaukee,  Wis.,  June  23,  1917. 

“Hon.  Woodrow  Wilson, 

President  of  the  United  States, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

“Dear  Sir:  — 

“We,  the  undersigned,  official  delegates  of  the  congregations  con¬ 
stituting  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio,  and 
Other  States,  representing  over  one  million  souls,  assembled  in 
Triennial  Convention  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  petition  Your  Honor  to 
assist  us  and  others  in  gaining  relief  in  the  following  matter :  — 

“According  to  an  opinion  rendered  by  the  Post  Office  Depart¬ 
ment  through  its  solicitor  on  June  12,  1917,  signed  by  Mr.  W.  H. 
Lamar,  Section  5,  of  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  3,  1917,  bear¬ 
ing  title:  Public  No.  380,  64th  Congress,  House  Bill  19,410,  ‘makes 
unmailable  all  matters  containing  advertisements  or  solicitation  for 
order  for  intoxicating  liquors  without  exception,  concerning  the  use 
to  which  it  is  proposed  to  put  such  liquor,’  ‘the  Department  will 
accordingly  be  compelled  to  regard  as  unmailable  all  such  matter, 
irrespective  of  the  person  addressed,  or  the  purpose  for  which  the 
wine  is  sold,  when  addressed  to  territory  covered  by  the  Act,  on  and 
after  July  1st  next.’  The  opinion  by  Mr.  Lamar,  by  reason  of 
questions,  literature,  and  stationery  submitted,  also  makes  it  appear 
that  not  even  a  bill  of  lading  for  wine  shipped  upon  private  and  un¬ 
solicited  orders  could  be  sent  through  the  mail.  This  clearly  makes 
it  a  practical  impossibility  for  our  and  other  Churches  and  pastors, 
in  many  of  the  dry  States  covered  by  the  Act,  to  secure  sacramental 
wines,  which  is  our  only  interest  in  the  matter.  But  this  is  of  vital 
import  to  us,  since  it  is  one  of  our  religious  tenets,  and  a  belief  based 
upon  what  we  are  convinced  is  a  Biblical  and  hence  a  divine  com¬ 
mand,  that  in  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  nothing  but  wine. 
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i,  e.,  fermented  grape-juice,  may  be  used.  It  has  been  universally 
conceded  that  under  the  First  Amendment,  Congress  may  enact  no 
Law  interfering  with  the  use  of  wine  in  any  Sacrament,  or  making 
it  impossible  to  secure  wine  for  such  purposes. 

“Since  the  law  is  to  go  into  effect  July  1st  of  this  year,  we  beg 
of  you  immediately  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Congress  this  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  religious  liberty,  constitutionally  guaranteed  to  our 
and  other  Churches,  and  to  secure  the  introduction  of  an  amendment 
to  the  above-mentioned  Act,  allowing  the  mails  to  carry  such  mailing- 
matter  as  is  unconditionally  necessary  to  enable  the  Churches,  one 
and  all,  to  secure  the  wine  needed  for  sacramental  purposes.

Action.  —  The  above  letter  was  transmitted  to  President  Wilson 
by  telegraph  and  by  mail.  Also,  upon  further  recommendation  of 
the  committee  a  protest  was  prepared,  to  be  forwarded  to  members 
of  Congress,  of  like  wording  as  the  above  letter,  and  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  paragraph  added :  — 

“We  also  beg  to  inform  you  that  our  entire  Synod  through 
its  delegates,  assembled  in  convention  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  from 
June  20th  to  June  30th  this  year,  forwarded  a  petition  of  like  intent 
and  purport  to  the  President.  We  respectfully  ask  you  to  bring  this 
petition  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives.” 

Of  this  petition  <  9,000  copies  were  printed  and  distributed  at 
Synod,  so  that  each  delegate  should  have  three  copies  for  each  con¬ 
gregation  in  his  circuit. 

REPORTING  THE  SYNOD. 

Synod  adopted  two  recommendations  of  a  committee :  — 

1.  That  henceforth  the  General  President  appoint  a  special  Press 
Committee  of  not  less  than  three  persons  some  months  before  the 
convention  of  Synod,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  before,  during,  and  after 
the  convention  to  supply  correct  information  to  the  press,  and  to 
endeavor  to  prevent  the  publication  of  incorrect  statements. 

2.  That  hereafter  the  regular  way  of  bringing  a  summary  report 
of  Synod’s  proceedings  to  our  congregations  be  the  one  adopted  this 
year,  to  wit,  that  a  special  number  of  the  Lutheraner  and  Lutheran 
Witness  be  published  after  the  convention ;  and  that  congregations 
be  advised  to  order  a  copy  for  every  family.  In  this  way  also  new 
subscribers  might  be  secured  for  these  periodicals. 
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YOUNG  PEOPLE’S  SOCIETIES. 

The  English  District  had  submitted  this  overture :  — 

“Resolved,  That  we  ask  the  General  Body  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  supervise  the  work  among"  Young  People’s  Societies.” 

Synod  adopted  the  following  report  of  its  special  committee: 
“We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  not  yet  come  for  the  Dele¬ 
gate  Body  to  concern  itself  with  the  work  among  young  people.  We 
recommend  that  this  question  be  discussed  at  conferences  and  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods.  In  this  way  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  system  will 
gradually  be  developed  whereby  the  Young  People’s  Societies  will  be 
encouraged,  advanced,  and  safeguarded  in  their  laudable  under¬ 
takings.” 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

President  Pfotenhauer  announced  to  Synod  that  on  June  13, 
1917,  Mr.  J.  F.  Schuricht  had  fallen  asleep  in  Christ,  in  his  home 
at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  at  the  ripe  age  of  ninety-four  years.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  reminded  Synod  that  this  father  and  brother  in  Christ  was  one 
of  the  original  Saxon  settlers  and  founders  of  our  Synod;  that  in 
him  there  has  passed  away,  so  far  as  known,  the  oldest  member  of 
our  body;  that  this  zealous  Lutheran  and  advanced  Christian  had 
labored  incessantly  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church  of  the  pure 
faith  in  our  country ;  that  he  to  the  last  was  a  generous  supporter 
of  all  the  causes  in  the  Kingdom,  his  home  for  decades  being  ever 
open  to  theological  students  and  synodical  guests;  and  that  in  par- . 
ticular  Mr.  Schuricht  had  been  one  of  our  first  synodical  treasurers,! 
and  that  thus  in  him  a  faithful  past  officer  of  Synod  has  entered  into  ■ 
the  rest  that  remaineth  to  the  people  of  God. 

In  view  of  the  above,  Synod  adopted  this  resolution :  — 

“That  we  cherish  the  memory  of  the  esteemed  brother  and  syn-  i 
odical  officer;  and  that  we  join  the  family  of  the  deceased  in  ex-:| 
tolling  the  unmeasured  grace  of  God  that  was  glorified  in  the  lif e  j 
and  death  of  the  departed,  through  which  grace  he  now  beholds  his  1 
Savior  face  to  face  in  heavenly  light  and  eternal  bliss.” 

GREETINGS.
